4. In a series of 18 maps is given a map of statistics, very 
carefully prepared, accompanied with full explanatory remarks to each 
map. The whole report on the revision of settlement is embodied iu 
this Atlas, which seemed to me better than giving a report separate 
from the statistical portico of the information^ An a-seessment portfolio 
of eacA? sub-division of the district forms three appendices to the report. 

5. At the same time I submit a Revenue Survey Map of the 
Gujranwala district, 2 miles to the inch, in which is now shown a great 
deal of useful information never before given, such as encampincr 
grounds, serais, dak bungalows, road bungalows, police thanahs, 
police chaukis, schools, female schools, chaudris' circles, patwaris' 
circles, village roads, Grovernment rakhs, rain-fall, depth of wells, 
ferrieS) and the tabular statement of tahsil areas &c., revised to da^«. 

6. I trust the report now submitted may be accepted as proof 
of the labour and hearty endeavour made in this revision of settlement 
to secure, on a sound basis, the Government revenue, and the rights of 
upwards of half a million of people.

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GENERAL REMARKS. 

Tliis district it is believed owes its popalation entirely to immigration' 
from Hindustan, but when that immigration took place is not now ascer- 
tainable so as to fix it with any degree of accuracy. The agricultural tribed 
are very numerous, and a large proportion of them claim a Rdjput origin, 
and are sub-divisions of tribes located in the surrounding districts of 
Lahore, SiAlkot and Amritsar, where the elder branch of the original 
family of immigrants having Set up a home, the younger sons soon wan- 
dered a few miles further north and founded separate colonies in this dis- 
trict, the pastoral advantages of which offered considerable temptation to* 
early settlers to remain here. The particulars shewn in the map, name-

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property. Adoption prevails up to the age of 10 years, and only with- 
in the tribe. They have never had any political standing in the district. 
.Of the chaudris or leading men of the district only Jaimal of Jallan 
belongs to this tribe. 

Sekhii — 20 villages. Are Rajpiits, and claim descent from Pewar, 
assumed their tribal name from an ancestor named " Sekhu, ^' whose 

freat grandsons, " Hambii " " Prithii " and " Chahar,'* came to this 
istrict 17 generations ago from the Malwa country. They intermarry 
with all other tribes except Gonds and Bals, as they claim them as sub- 
divisions of their own clan. The custom of pdgri-vand is acknowledged. 
Daughters do not inherit. Adoption is recognized if within the tnbe. 
They have never enjoyed any political importance. One Dhds of Ham- 
moke, and his son Dhyan Singh, were notorious robbers, until the latter 
was slain about A. D. 1794 by Jdghirdar SAhib Singh. The two lead- 
ing men of the tribe are Vadhaya^ Sar-Panch of NoEbar, and Dya Ram 
Lambardar of Kila J^ggu« 
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MalM — 17 villages. Mostly Hindus, are " Suraj Bans! " Eajpdts, 
and trace their descent from an ancestor " Malhf." In the reign of 
the Emperor Hum&yiin, one " Narang," son of Varsf, came to this dis- 
trict and settled in Mauzah Panj Garaien, and married his son " Bam " 
to the daughter of one " Bikhi " of the Virak clan, who gave her land 
in dower, which resulted in the permanent location of the tribe. There 
are strong colonies in the Amritsar and Si&lkot districts. There are 
7 sub-divisions of the tribe, which however are hardly traceable in this 
district. They intermarry with all other Jats, but avoid marriages of 
affinity within the clan. The customs of pagri-vand and chunda-vand 
both obtain. Adoption within the clan is common. They have had no 
chieftain in former days, neither is there now any leading man of note 
among them in this district. 

Varaich — 41 villages. Are Silraj Bansi Eajputs, and claim descent 
from one " Varaich," whose father " Mutta " came from Ghazni to the 
Panjab, and settled first in the Gujrat district. Nine generations after 
Devi Dass crossed the Chenab and founded the village of " Targa " in 
this district, around which the tribe rapidly spread, and they have now 41 
villages in a compact cluster in the Grujrdnwala tahsil. They have 
sub-divisions. The custom of pagri-vand is acknowledged. Daughters 
do not inherit. Adoption under the usual restrictions is common. The 
only man of note formerly was B&re Kh4n, a celebrated rebel, the terror 
of this part of the country in the time of Mah&raja Maha Singh ; he 
submitted to Banjit Singh; he gave his name to Mauzah Kot Bare 
Khan. The leading men are Sirdar Man Singh of Rareala, one of the 
most distinguished officers in the native cavalry, and Cbaudri Attar 
Singh of Ladhewala. 

Hijrdh—Z7 villages. This is one of the aboriginal tribes of thi» 
district ; they claim solar descent from one Hijr&h, whose son " Lakat" 
25 generations ago came from Hindustan, and settling in this district 
founded a city called Uskhab, the ruins of which near Kolo Tdrar still 
exist ; he married the daughter of one Ruchand, with whom he lived for 
some years. Subsequently he returned to his native country in Hindus- 
tan, leaving his wife and his son " Mai " a growing youth, behind him. 
" Mai," on arriving at years of discretion, set out in search of his father, 
and found him ; at tibe same time discovering several new relations, in the 
persons of eight half brothers, sons of his fatiher by a second marriage. 
Mai and his brothers did not agree, so the former returned to his mother 
in this district, and founded a village called " Mandiala Malanwdla," the 
ruins of which are close to ^' Dohattah Azmat". Presently a brother 
named " Dhol" arrived from Hindustan ; he was heartily welcomed by. 
Mai, who gave him land ; and from these two brothers this tribe has 
spread till they occupy 37 villages and a large area of country. There 
are 9 sub-divisions, named after " Mai " and his 8 half brothers. Seven 
of tbese are located in the Dehli Division, and two in this district. The 
tribe intermarry with all other sub-communities. Being principally- 
Musalmdn, the custom of pagri-^vand obtaius. Their leading maq i* 
Chaudri Bahadur of Jiirian,

Mdn — ^5 villages.' They claim originally to have been Sdraj Bans! 
Hajpiits, and are one of the oldest and most respectable Jat tribes in the 
Panjab. Their ancestor was one " Mto," whose grandson " Ladda^' 
came from the country on the Satluj, and founded the village of " Man" 
in this district. There are no sub-divisions of the tribe ; they intermarry 
with all other Jat communities. The tribe itself is not a large or powers 
ful one. There are colonies in the Lahore and Amritsar districts. Notice 
is given of it here as many distinguished families in the Panjab belong to 
it, and several of their members were employed in posts of honour and 
repute in the Courts of Maharajahs Maha and Banjit Singh. The prin- 
cipal representatives of the family in the district are Sirdar Jodh Singh, 
and his brave and handsome son Besaldhar Aniip Singh. Sirdar Fatteh 
Singh, a loyal and worthy old gentleman, is an Honorary Magistrate of 
Gujranwala and Settlement Chaudri. 

Virak — 132 villages. This is the largest tribe in the district. They 
claim a purely Eajpiit origin ; they take their name from an ancestor, 
" Virak," whose father " Udersen " left Parghow4l in the Jammu hills, 
and settling in the Amritsar district married the daughter of a zamindar 
of the Gil tribe, by whom he had three sons — Drigar, Virak and War- 
ran. Virak had a family of 4 sons, of whom only one had issue, and it 
was the grandson of this son of " Virak's" who 25 generations ago first 
settled in this district. There are 3 sub-divisions of the tribe, viz. Jopur, 
Vachra and J&u ; they intermarry with all Jats except " Waran ". The 
custom of pagri-vand prevails. Daughters do not iimerit, and adoption 
within the tribe and up to 10 years is common. The Viraks have en- 
joyed some political importance. In the time of Maharaja Mdha Singh, 
Bagh Singh, of Karyal, ruled an extensive tract in this district, until 
deposed by Ranjit Singh. At the same time " Indar Sinsh of Malloke*' 
of this tribe, having collected a number of followers, tocfc possession of 
the Fort at Shaikhupura, where he died, when his confederates, Sah&i 
Singh and Sahib Singh, wrested the fort from his widow and plundered 
the country round. They died violent deaths, and were succeeded by 
their sons "Amir Singh" and "Arbel Singh," who were reduced by 
Banjit Singh, deprived of all their property and the fort. 

There are many men of influence among the agricultural class be- 
longing to this tribe deserving of consideration ; the chief of them are 
Zaildars Takht Singh, Attar Singh, Anokh Singh, FaujdAr Singh, 
Ahmad Khan ; and Chaudris JowaMr Kh&n, Dlahi BaJdish,] Hem Singh, 
9,nd Sahib Singh. 

Bhattis — 86 villages. These men are the natural enemies of the 
Viraks. They claim to be Siiraj Bansi Eajpiits, and came originally from 
Bhattnair in the Pattidlla territory. Eighteen generations ago one 
^^ Dhir," in consequence of a family quarrel, left the rest of his tribe 
and took up his abode in the Ntir Mahal jungle, and followed a pastoral 
life, varying the monotony by raids on the cattle of his neighbours in 
other districts ; and the tribe have been ever famous as cattle-lifters and 
notorious thieves. A grandson of "Dhir's," by name "Daraj," settled 
in Mauzah Fattehke on the banks of the Bavi, and his son Udho came 
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to this district and lived at Kb&ng&h Asnir ; he had 12 sons, who, like 
their father, were graziers and thieves by profession ; but four of them^ 
" Dau," "Lyddrra,'" "Raikumal" and "Tajo," got land from Hijrah and 
Jag tribes, into which they married, and took to agriculture ; and it is 
of these four persons that the Bhatti families in this district are for the 
most part descended. There are four well-defined sub-divisions of this 
tribe, "Bhatti," "Shadi," "Bakhshi"and"Ghazi." The Bhattis intermarry 
among all the sub-divisions, but do not give their daughters to any of 
the other three sub-divisions, nor to Jat communities of other tribes* 
The Shadi, Bakhshi and Ghazi sub-divisions intermarry among themselves 
and the Bhattis, but do not give their daughters to any other Jat com* 
munity, though they will tsie wives from all. The custom of pagri- 
vand prevails. Adoption is usual within the tribe. The Bhattid 
are a muscular and noble looking race of men ; they are agricultm*ist* 
more by constraint than naturd inclination ; keep immense herds of 
cattle, which graze at almost no cost over the excellent pasture* lands of 
the Bar, and on the lacteous produce of which the owners live for next to 
nothing, while from the sale of the stock they amass very considerable 
wealth, escaping till now almost any contribution to the collections of 
Government under the head of Land Revenue by maintaining their lands 
simply for pasturage, and only just ploughing sufficient to grow food 
for their own necessities, so that the cultivated lands bear smaU propor- 
tion to the large areas belonging to every village community. The 
Bhattis were formerly men of considerable influence, and in the Imperial 
times were chiefs of a large tract of country round "Jalalpur," Pindi 
Bhattian and Chak Bhatti. There are among them many men of 
influence and weight in the district, whose good-will it will be politic at 
all times to secure ; among the most prominent may be mentioned 
Chaudris Jalal E^han, Eahmat Khan, Kadir Bakhsh and Murad. 

Lodike — 36 villages. Claim solar descent ; are called after an an-» 
cestor " Lodi," who 10 generations ago came from Mauzah Danapur oii 
the banks of the Bavi, and led a pastoral life in the Bar tracts, much 
frequenting the country near the Sangla T^bbi. He had four sons, all noted 
robbers, who after several reverses from their enemies the Viraks took 
to agriculture, cultivating land in Hijrah and Jag villages. In early 
Sikh times the tribe began to found villages of their own ; they had four 
recognized sub-divisions, called after the names of " Lodi's" four sons, 
but mere are only two Muis now. They do not give their daughters to 
other tribes, though the men will take wives from any Jat community. 
The custom of pagri-vand prevails, and adoption is very usual. Thd 
leiading men are Chaudris Salleh of Sakhi and Saj^uh,

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HISTORY OF THE GUJRANWALA DISTRICT. 

As local tradition alone, always more or less exaggerated, is tlwr 
only source from which in India the events of one generation are handed 
down to the succeeding one, it is impossible to give any accurate history 
of the Gujranwdla district previous to a century ago, or the times of the 
Sikh commonwealth. The traces of violent struggles and convulsions 
are everywhere found in the ruined cities, the desarted village sites, and 
broken wells, which abound in the district, more particularly in the 
Hafizabad tahsil. These evidences of civil war and party strife belong 
probably to the Muhammadan era, and tell of races who have passed 
away, and prove that the present colonization is of comparatively 
modem date. But leaving these mythical annals, when we come to the 
period of Sikh acquisitions, then the history of GujrAnwdla becomes 
that of the whole Sikh era. 

The district was broken up into taluquas, called after a township 
or village in which some powerful Sikh Chief established his authority^ 
and extended his conquests as he felt strong enough to attack his neigh- 
bours, until Ranjit Singh overcame them all, and established a Sikh 
monarchy. The large association which this district has enjoyed in con*- 
nection with Sikh rule — ^the brave and chivalrous men who ruled and 
fought and died — the story of Ranjit Singh's conquests and establishment 
of almost absolute power — ^has been so well and lately written in Lepel 
Griffin's History of the Panjab Chiefs, the whole of Volume I being so 
full of the history of the Gujranwala district, that it would be imcalled 
for to repeat it here. 

The map is intended to shew the divisions of the district during the 
Sikh commonwealth, subsequently absorbed into" the monarchy establish- 
ed by Ranjit Singh, and the table annexed is explanatory of thor 
divisions given in the map. 
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GENERAL REMARKS. 

There are six principal jaghlrdaxs in fliis district. Two of these^ 
Baja Harbans Singh^ heir of l^ja Tej Singh, and Sirdaf Jhanda Sin^ll 
(Butalia) have since last settlement exchanged thei^ jaghirs in m6 
Sidlkot district for the lands they now hold here. The position of theit 
domains is clearly shewn in the map. Rai Miil Singh, Diwan Karam 
Chand of Eminabid, Bhai Rattan Singh and Sirdar Jowahir Singh also 
hold large estates. Sirdar Jowahir Singh, a brave soldier and a most 
loyal genfleman, enjoys as jaghlr the land revenne of Gujranwala Khas, 
but as his own family own a part of the land and reside &ere he has the 
greatest difficulty in realizing his rights, and a perpetual feud is main** 
tained among them, which the grant of an equivalent jaghir elsewhere 
would allay, and the policy of such an arrangement deserves considera** 
tion. 

Altogether the revenue relinquished by Government to jaghfrdarfe 
and ma&fid&rs im this district is Rupees 1^46,121^ or 25 per cent of th^ 
total revenue. 



BEBULT OF REVIEW OP MAAFI GRANTS* 

The whole of the smaller ma&fi grants in this district of all descrip* 
iions were renewed in tiie Settlement Court; the work proved one of 
great labour, as 17,679 cases came under investigation. 

2* The authority under which these grants were held have beeit 
enquired into; and as at the time when ma4fi work was reviewed by Mr. 
Morris at last settlement the orders of Government on the subject were 
new and somewhat conflicting, it now appears that in many cases, although 
the parties have long been in enjoyment of the grants, the necessary 
sanction had not been obtained. Such errors have now been remedied^ 
and all cas^s reported in English. Considerable scrutiny had to be made 
into the nulmbers of persons entitied to share in the enjoyment of grants* 
Many sharers were found to be dead, and in a large number of cased 
names had been omitted or erroneously entered. 

3. In 16,690 cases the continuance of the grant has been maln^ 
tained or recommended. 

4. The recommendations submitted may be thus summarized* 
There are 3,929 grants for support of religious endowments released in 
pel*petuity, and representing an area of 5,605 acres, and an alienation of 
the Government revenue amounting to Rs. 4,939. There are also 1,919 
grants, covering 1,357 acres, valued at 1,610 Rs., released for two gene^ 
rations; and no less -than 9j221 holdings are rent-free forj the lives of pre* 
sent incumbents, and give a temporary alienation of 18,283 Rfi. in tho 
Government demand, and represent an area of 17,521 acres. Again, 
there are 1^921 grants^ with an area of 10^633 acreS; and with^ jams^ 
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6f lts% 7,d96, released for the period of setdement or during the pleastm 
of Qovemment. The total area thus appropriated to rent-free holders 
is 35,116 acres^ representing a jama of Bs. 32;828. 

5. The area now resumed is 5,208 acres^ with a jama of Bs. 3,689. 

6. The area held rent-free is lar^e, and the number of holdings 
very numerous, but this is accounted for by the proximity of the district 
to ihe old Sikh capital, and that the soldiers and servants of the Sikh 
rulers were largely recruited from this district, and obtained for them- 
selves and relatives numerous grants of land near their own homes ; and 
again, as Gujranwala itself . was the residence of Ranjit Singh and his 
father, who were particularly liberal in 'their ^ants of a religious or charit* 
able nature, and knowing the country round, it was easy n)r the donors 
to select the site of the grant when bestowed in the neighborhood ; and 
again, the grantees themselves, with an eye to opportunities for seeking 
future favours, were glad to settle down within easy reach of their pat- 
rons. 

7. However, large as the area and amount of jama now alienated 
in favor of maafidars is, only 5,605 acres, representing a jama of 
4,939 Bs., are released in perpetuity; so the remaining 29,511 acres, wjth 
a jama of 27,889 Bs., will eventu^dly lapse to Government; and a large 
number of these are grants for support of a host of Hindii and Mubam- 
inadan shrines, nearly every village having 3 or 4 of such places, the 
residence of certain idle hereditary servitors, and the resort often of 
vagrants or ill-disposed vicious persons. The district is over-run with 
Masjids, Th4kurdwaras, Dharmsalas, and places utterly devoid of 
ornament, and actually an eyesore from the state of disrepair in which 
they are kept, and if there was no ma&fi grant allowed, half of them would 
disappear. 

8. It is not a fact that the zamfnd&rs or the industrious part of the 
population desire to see all of these places kept up ; and in such cases as 
they do, they ought to relieve Government more than they have ever 
yet done from their support ; and I therefore earnestly trust that, 
as these grants lapse, Government will firmly decline to consider their 
renewal ; for, small as the money value of each grant individually is, all 
these grants collectively represent a large sum, and if the land was utiliz- 
ed in any other way the Government demand on it might be considerably 
enhanced. 

9. Under the orders of Government contained in Financial Commis* 
sioner's No 745 dated 14th February 1867, to the address of Setdement 
Commissioner, and circulated for guidance of subordinate officers, a 
radical change has taken place in the nature of a large proportion of the 
jaghir and ma&fi holdings in this district. I refer to me change from 
gtain to cash payments at the option of the zamind&rs. As is natural, 
Qiis change has been received with anything but satisfaction by the 
'aghirdars and ma&fid&rs themselves, and in numerous instances especial^ 
y to small maafidars considerable hardship has resulted, (m the 

wier hand^ the relief to the zam&idto and the assured increase to the 
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jnr^sperity of the cotmtrjr generallj is indisputable. The way in which 
many jagfrdars have suffered by this arrangement is illustrated by a list 
of estates mven below where jagirdars having hitherto collected 
their rights m kind, now at the option of the zamindars cash collec- 
tions have been ordered. I am strongly of opinion that there are cases 
where the grant of temporary compensation to present incumbents^ on 
whom the reduction falls much more heavily than it would on the next 
successor to the jagfr, when the change might be made without the 
slightest compunction, would be merely just. Where a jagirdar to 
whom a grant of a certain value was made was allowed to select his own 
site, he chose it not so much for its actual value as assessed by Govern- 
ment, but because either from its position near his own home he could 
readily collect by bat&i, and not seldom either farm the land himself or 
in bad seasons arrange advantageously for its cultivation ; he grazed his 
cattle on the sh&mil&t, and enjoyed many little perquisites inhich now he 
has lost, and must content himself with a money assessment, fixed on 
the average of a large circle of villages which has perhaps reduced the 
cash jama previously estimated, and his income is less than two-thirds 
or one half of what it was before, and the cash jamma does not now 
represent the value of the jagfr or madfi granted to him. While I 
rejoice in the boon these orders have conferred on the hard-working and 
long suffering agriculturists, I would submit that with all the di&rent 
sources of revenue which Government has to set the profit from one source 
as against any loss under the head of land revenue, it would be a sound 
and liberal policy to consider the question of granting temporary com- 
pensation to jagirdars and ma&fiddrs on whom these orders have borne 
heavily, which, under the instructions before quoted, the Settlement Officer 
has not been permitted to do. 

10. In reviewing the ma&fi files, a question arose as to how cer- 
tkin in&ms enjoyed by several of the leading lambardars and chaudris 
of Tahsil Hafiz&bad were to be treated. These inams are discussed at 
considerable length by Mr. Morris, at page 48 of his Settlement Beport 
on this district. He states: — 

" The system of granting in&ms to industrious proprietors, and 
" even cultivators, was much in vogue with the Sikhs, more especially 
" with their most famous Karddrs, as Sdwan Mai and others. The 
" in&m was either in the form of a well held rent-free, or a share of a 
« well. * * * * At the summary settlement * * * * * *' 
^^ these in&ms were in great measure resumed, the lambardar's fees (haq 
'^ pachotra") being considered as more than an equivalent for it * * * 
'^ The claims for inams in the Gujranwala and Wazirabad parganahs 
" have not proved very numerous; when proved, an equivalent for the 
*^ amount claimed has been given in land, which has been declared rent- 
" free. But in the Hafizabad parganah we find the in&ms increasing 
" in importance, and by no means unfrequently meet with the third and 
" fourth portion of an estate so held. The origin of this system may bo 
" easily accounted for. This tract has only been brought under cultiva^ 
^' tion within the last 20. or 25 years. The inhabitants were originally » 
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^^ nomad race, very averse to a settled life and agricnltural pursuits.. As 
'^ an inducement to them therefore to settle, and cultivate me soil, lar^ 
" in&ms were granted, which have held good and been in force up to we 
^^ present day. In the Hafizabad parganah, so strong was the popular 
" feeling in favor of these inams, mat notwithstanding the summary 
'^ settlement, and introduction of our revenue system, the lambardars in- 
*^ st^ad of realizing their haq^pachotra have continued enjoving their old 
'^ in&ms. As regards portions of villages held in in&m, the majority of 
^ these were granted by Mr. Cocks, when fixing his summary settlement, 
*^ and they have been in most instances upheld by me. " 

11. As these inAms were orginally granted as rewards for indus- 
try, for the improvement of the land and eid^nsion of the cultivation, at 
a tune when the land revenue demands were so high as to leave little or 
no margin of profit to proprietors, under the moderate assessments of 
the British rule such incentives to the extension of cultivation are unne- 
cessary. I found 17 villages in which proprietors enjoyed one-half, one- 
third or one-fourth the revenue as indm; but this indulgence was dis- 
tinctly stated to be for the period of settlement only, no injustice would 
have been done in at once resuming them. In all other cases an equiva- 
lent for the ini&m had been given at last settlement in the shape of a 
ma&fi grant, of a well or a share of a well, for one or more lives, which 
could not be interfered wiih. 

12. Ultimately, under the orders contained in Financial Conunis* 
Bioner's No. 5,436, aated 5th November 1867, conveyed in Settlement 
Commissioner's No. 627, dated 12th November 1867, a gradual extinc- 
tion of these grants was directed, mz. where at the former settlement 
one-half jama was enjoyed as in&m, at the present settlement only 
one-third was to be granted; and where the former in&m was one-thiid 
of the jama only one-sixth would remain. The reduction in the 
in&ms was announced before the revised jamaft, as if this had not beeii 
done, in view of the large increase of cultivation in the H&fiz&bad tahsil, 
admitting of consideraole enhancement of jama, the in&ms though 
nominally reduced would have been larger than ibej had ever been 
before. It has been thoroughly explained that these inams are only 
for the term of settliement, and are a fixed cash amount, so that they are 
not Uable to enhancement from any increase accruing to the Qovem- 
ment jama through ma&fi lapses, neither can the question of shares be 
raided.

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REMARKS ON THE PHYSICAL FEATURES A^D GEO- 
GRAPHY OF THE GUJRANWAIiA DISTRICT. 

The Gujtanwila district is a tract of country situated in the centf e 
B<5undArie8 6f thfe of the Rechna Do&b. The whole length of il^ 
l)i8trict. north-weiteril boundary is washed by tte river 

Chenab, dividing it from the distrfcts of Gujr4t and Shatpiir ; on the 
north-east it is bounded by the district dF Sialkot ; on the south it joins 
Parganah Sharakpiir of the Lahore district ; and on the south-west the 
^^ Bar" tracts of the Jhang and Montgomery districts. The average 
breadth of the district is 65 miles, while its mean length, following tiie 
lihe of the grand truliik road^ id 4(1 miles. The total area is about 2,560 
square miles.

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, KEMAEKS ON THE lERIGATED CONDITION OF THE 

GUJBANWALA DISTRICT. 

Tbe Chen&b is not a fertilizing river, and it is a remarkable fact that 

the diluviating tendency lies against the right or 
River. Gnjrdt bank of the stream, the deposit on this side 

being nsnally very inferior, and the sailabi mnch mixed with sand. 
171 viUages in the Ehadir Chaks of Tahsils Wazirdbad and Hafiz&b&d 
benefit by river irrigation or moisture from its vicinity. Many villages 
enjoy an easy but highly effective means of irrigation, namely by jhallars 
or katcha wells, fed by water channels from me river, the water being 
raised from the jhallars by the ordinary Persian wheel, or else by 
^'jhattas'' (baskets lined with clay). In the H&fizabad t&hsfl the grazing 
of the bela lands is highly valnea, and much cattle from the ^^Bar" are 
pastured in them, the villages to which the lands belong realizing con- 
siderable profits in the shape of timi from the owners of cattle brought 
from the "Bar." The Chenab is a navigable river, and the carrying 
trade a few years ago, in timber from the Jammu hills, sugar, wheat 
and ghi, by water to Multan and Sakhar, was important ; and the boat 
building trade at W&zirdb&d, Eamnagar, Malahanw&la, and other plaees, 
^as brisk. A considerable impetus was given to both recently owing 
to the demand for carriage for the export of cotton. The boats are 
cheap, particularly strong and well-built, and the Chen&b boatmen are 
reckoned excellent sailors. Boats on their arrival with freight at Multan 
or Sakhar are eagerly bought up, and few, if any, return up the river. 
The actual traffic down the river, taken at the Kadir&b&d ferry, for six 
months, from July 186& to January 1867, amounted to 8,200 maunds, 
valued at Es. 21,600. This is independent of the value of wood floated 
down the river. 

There are 11 fferries on the Ghenfib in this district, particulars of 
which are given in the following statement, with the exception of the 
bridge of boats at W&zirabad imder management of the G.ujr&t authorities^

Although the nmaber of villages which benefit by irrigation froM 
the Deg are only 19, yet their character as regards 
Boil and fertility are sufficiently marked to justify 
the formation of them into a separate tract and circle of assessment in the 
district. The Deg is a very fertilizing stream, and in its overflow leaves 
a fine rich deposit. Alost of the villages on its banks grow abundance 
of excellent rice. After the rains the size of the stream is much rednced 
and it is often nearly dry ; still all the villages in its vicinity enjoy 
great faoCitiea of inrigation, both from wells and jhallars, water being 
always near the surface. This strean) is called " B^h Bacha" in the 
Lahore district. The natives have a curious tradition, ma. that the Deg 
river is to become a lat^ streaoj and to echpse in sanctity the G^ges 
abont Sambat 1955. [uieir anticipations niay be partially realized when 
the suggestionsfirstmadelbehevebyMr. Morris, of the value of which there 
is no doubt, namely, to bring water from the ilavi into the Doft ao as to 
keep the latter fairly full all the year round, are carried out. The Deg 
villages in this district are peopled by a caste of their own, the Labauaa, 
a tribe said to have come from Oudh in the reign of Muhammad Shah, 
chiefly Hindiis, Their land was given them by Maharaja ^anjit Singh at 
a nominal rent, on their undertaking to cultivate it ; thus each cultivator 
became proprietor of the waste lana he broke up and cultivated. The 
lands are all held in bhyachara tenure, without reference to shares or 
ancestral rights. Proprietors here are themselves indnstrious, and 
enjoy many advantages from the facihties of traffic and accessible mar- 
ked of Lahore and Amritear. 
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Uie Khot nala is a% afflneni of the Aik^ diverging at Manzab 

Babkanw&Ia in the Sialkot district^ flows through 

Streams. Manzahs Abdal, Pero Chak and FfrozwMa in 

this district ; its water fills several large ponds in these and other villages, 

then passing by Emin&bad it joins the Deg at Maozah Bedadpur in 

TahsU Shai^Jsipiir of the Lahore district. 

The Palkn nala enters this district firom Sialkot at Sohdara, Tahsfl 
Wazir&b&dy and joins the Chen&b at W&zir&b&l. It is of little nse for 
irrigation, but it is useful for watering cattle ; and there are several water- 
mills on it where grain is ground ; oeing so close on to the large and 
populous town of Wazir^bad it is much valued for domestic purposes. 

The Narow&na nala is an affluent of the Aik, and diverging at 
Mauzah Kang in the Si&lkot district passes through Kot 8h£h Muhammad 
and Ara j&nwala in this district till it reaches Mauzah Chak Satya, where it 
forms two branches, one joining the Palkhu nala and the other branch 
under the name of tiie Khilrf nala flowing through B^nk^ Chimah and 
Kot K&zi to Mauzah Bajjii Mai, where it is known as the Nandanwah 
nala ; it then traverses we lands of Manzahs Chak Beg, Kot Bhawani 
Das, Khalikpiir and Madnipur, till it exhausts itself on the country 
round the Haran Mun&rah tank near Shaikhtipiirah, which tank it was 
intended to supply with water. It flows only during the rains, but ex- 
cellent rice crops are grown on its banks in villages through which it 
passes, and large highly valued chambs or ponds are formed by its in- 
fluence in the villages of Aray&nw&la^ Mehadpiir and Kot Shdh Mu- 
hammad. 

The Ya^ nala is formed by water which accumulates in the low 
land about tUtmke, Tahsfl Hafizabad, the villages of Bamk^, Marh, 
Bashi, Sawanpiira, Jhamb, Sire, Mehdi&b&d and Chak Bhatti^ near 
which last place it joins the Chen&b, benefit by irrigation from it. 

Nala Sukhni, is an affluent from the Chen&b, and forming at Bahnip- 
garh flows by Kot Sal^m, Bagh Bahri, Kot Mian Kh&n, Allaud din-k^ 
Kot Jan Muhammad and Kak Sb&l to the village of Jago, where it again 
joins the Chenab. The lands of all the villages named are benefiaally 
influenced by the stream. 

Nala Nakain. This nala was cut from the Deg river by Bani 
Nakain, wife of Maharaja Ranjit Singh. It flowed from Nangal Duna 
Singh to Shaikhupiira, and even as far as Bhikhi. It has been dry for 
some years. 

A not unimportant feature in the irrigation of lands in this district 

is the benefit that many villages derive from large 
^*" marshes or ponds locally known as chambs. These 

are formed either by the drainage from higher ground accumulating in 
hollows at the time of the periodical rains, or else by the storage of water 
led by ducts from the nalas already noticed. The following villages 
enjoy valuable and special advantage from pond irrigation : — ^Anip, T&t^ 
gari^ Harl&nw&li, Kila Desii Singh, Miraliwala, Khosr^, Firozw41a^

Bnt&la Sharm Singh, Chak Hindu, ChicliaridU, Jaiidiala' Bagftw&Ia, 
Wanniawala, Chak Khizri, Pero Chak, Nausherah and But&li Kalau^ 
all in Parganah Gujranwala ; and Jioke, Nidalah, Wazirk^, Shah 
Kahman, Jhamwala, Kal^r and Jandiala Dhahwala in Parganna Wazir* 
abad. The water is raised by jhallars or jhattas : Good rice is grown 
and the fields in the yicinity of these ponds are exceptionallj productive* 

These small streams and chambs have been more particularly no- 
ticed because, though the water in them is dry or 
tiot vZIwe. ™^*" 'nearly so for more than half the year, they are 

valuable means of irrigation;^ and the good they do 
in fertilizing their lands is fully appreciated by the peopte, who have 
before them the constant and yearly-recurring dread of an inadequate 
supply of rain, and are therefore jealous of every drop of water which 
they can bring to their thirsiy fields. It is not possible to state with 
accuracy the area under pond irrigation, as it must of course vary with 
the abundance or otherwise of the annual rains; but after going carefully 
through all the villages before mentioned, it is certain that not less than 
3,947 acres in them are irrigated solely in this way. Again, I would lay 
stress on these minor sources of irrigation as ( although pending the 
introduction of the canal system Government might in tne irrigation 
department undertake to introduce into the n^uas water from the 
larger rivers, and the expense would not be great) I am convinced so 
much might be done by the energy of the District Officer, at a small 
outlay of time, and local funds, to extend ten-fold benefits which now 
only a comparatively few villages, and in them only a limited number of 
cultivators, enjoy. K the nalas and ponds were occasionally cleaned 
out and deepened, the banks built up, or fresh ducts from the* nalas cut 
to ponds in villages now wholly dependent on rain to fill ihem^ the bless- 
ing of water would be made available to hundreds of people who yet 
knowing the value of it are naturally so inert or so improvident that 
without the infusion of a little skill, but more usually energy and common 
sense on the part of an English oflicer, they will not execute small works, 
expend capital, or combine to make the most of the means they enjoy 
and to secure to the largest possible area an almost priceless commodity. 
No one need under-value the utility of improving these smaller irrigation 
works, for though executed perhaps on unscientific principles th^y are, in 
the absence of larger or more pretentious schemes, most profitable, and 
worthy of more care and attention than they now receive. 

With my No. "9, dated 16th January 1868, was submitted to the 
Settlement Commissioner, in reply to his Circular No. 19 of 1867, Par- 
ganah Maps, with a Mouzahwar Statement, giving very valuable statis- 
tics shewing the amount of land in the district irrigated or capable of 
irrigation from rivers, wells, nalas and ponds together, with parti- 
culars of area, population, and the number of villaffes likely to benefit by 
the scope and extent of the scheme proposed ; and also an approximate 
estimate of the outlay necessary for the completion of the same ; and 
although these projects may never be adopted by Government, many of an 
.inexpensive description might.be executed .by ^q. oj^cers entrusted with

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the adminldtratidn of the district, and be of the utmost valne in t)l'otectiil j^ 
a large tract of country from the disastrous effects of drought. 

The rains in the district are usually seasonable, and, except in the 

" Bar " tracts, plentiful. The average fall is above 
24 inches for the whole district. Below a table o£ 
rain-fall for the last 11 years is given from measurements taken in each 
tahsfl division. At the end of December and beginning of January 
there is almost alwavs rain, and though the effect of such showers is 
quite local a fall at tnat time is highly valued, as on it depends the pros- 
pects of the Rabbi harvest. Severe hail-storms are not unconunon in 
the district, and certain villages — ^Tamboli, SWrgarh, Man^s and Eamoki — 
suffer remarkably in this way. Such storms are much dreaded, as the 
damage done is not confined to the crops, for frequently large numbers o£ 
cattle are killed, as occurred in April in this year.

Though the variation of temperature, as shewn below, is very great; 
Qjjjj^^ from the excessive heat of the months from April 

to September to the severe cold of December and 
January, yet the change of seasons is gradual, and the district enjoys 
a healthy reputation. The extremes of climate are greatest in the ^'!^ar" 
tract, where the fall of rain is scaniy and the heat in the summer months is 
excessive^; the residents however of that part are an exceptionally strong 
and healthy race, but to strangers and Hindust&nis the temperature is most 
trying, and its effects on many among the subordinate establishment em- 
ployeii on settlement duties in the Hafiz&bad sub-division was very painful, 
opmalmia, blindness and seveie cutaneous disorders being common 
ampng them from exposure to a glaring sun and extraordinary heat. 
!E^rom the very commencement of operations that sub-division was looked 
on as the "jungle ilaqua," or penal sttlement of the district; so much so 
that I foana it necessary to give subordinates employed there some in- 
<;rease of pay, till it became at last rather a covetea localiiy. Fevers, but 
not of a virulent type, are very prevalent everywhere after the rains, 
especially on the wet lands near the Chenab river. The town of

Artificial Irrieation ^^ ^® district is the question of the number, capacity 

and quality of the wells, and the waterbearing strata 
of a district more than usually dependent on this means of irrigation. One 
of the main divisions into which this district has, in considering its leading 
features, been divided, is the high elevated tract dependent on well irriga- 
tion as shewn in the Sketch Map No. 4; while in Map No. 5 the average 
depth of wells in different parts is exhibited by a gradation of levels as- 
certained by measurement of the depth of wells in all villages. In a part 
of the country like this, where the wells are the backbone of the cultivation, 
enquiry into the amount of labor and capital necessary to their construction 
in various localities forms valuable data in fixing tne proportion of the 
Government demand each circle of assessment will bear. Full particulars 
regarding the number of wells in use, or out of use, the average depth, 
cost of construction, number of yokes, and area that a well will irrigate, 
are given in the portfolio prepared for each circle into which the dis- 
trict has been divided for assessment purposes furnished with this report.

Su0ar-cane. l^e most valuable crop for its acreage \t sHgar-cana^ 
This is grown chiefly on the river lands of Wazirabad and in the whole 
Charkhari mehal of parganabs W6z{r&bAd and Gujr&uwila. Not- 
withstanding the manure, irrigation and labotu* neceasaiy to secure a 
good crop it ia the most remunerative of all produce. By the measore- 
ment papers, as compared with patwaris' yearly papers, it appears thai 
the growth of sugar-cane has doubled within the last five years, and the 

rple are year by year more alive to the value of the crop. Sugar-cane 
nsually a kharif crop. After careful preparation of the land it is 
sown in Phagon (or February), and the crop ripens in Maghar (or 
November and December), in which months one or more sugar mills 
will be found at work in nearly every vilkge of Parganahs WiziribAd 
and Gujranwalla. There are three varieties of cano, the Treru and 
Chinkha are most generally cultivated! the Dowlo, or white, a dehcate 
variety grown in the Charkhari, is esteemed the beat; but tiie objection 
to iia more extended culture is the extra labour and attention it demands, 
for which agriculturists consider the superior crop does not sufficiently 
compensate. The Treru is a yellow sort, and the cane is not so strong 
or straight. The Chinkha is an inferior kind, and of red eolonr; tli» 
cane is very sweet, but g^ves very little juice ; this sort is sometimes 
grown only for fodder. 
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The psoplfl have onrionB snperatitione Rbont sn^r-cane: the setting 
the cane is a solemn operation, none of the family are allowed to spin on 
that day for fear it should cause a etringy and worthless crop, and when 
the crop 19 ripe the first juice pressed in the new sugar mill is distributed 

gratis to fakirs, servants, &c. 

Cotton. Gronerally known as " kapfis " is a kharif crop, nsually 
manured, the seed after preparation by steeping in water and mbbing 
■with cow-dung is sown in Ch^t or Baisakh (March and April). It is 
more commonly an irrigated crop, but in the Bar tracts it is sometimes 
sown as a rain crop, but the out-turn is poor. The cotton is usually 
gathered daring Kartick and Maghar (October and November) : the 
women.of the cultivator's family are usually employed in such work: the 
picking is made every seventh or eighth day. This crop often sustains 
considerable damage from rats. A great impetus was given temporarily 
to the growth of cotton during the American war, but in the last two 
years me culture has fallen off and now only enough is grown for homo 
consomption. Both sugar-cane and cotton are regardea in this district 
as the revenue-paying crops, and they are often grown in Pargannaha 
"Wfiziribfid and Gnjranw&la with a view of meeting the Qt)vemment de- 
mand, and then the profit &om all other produce goes into the pockets of 
the cultivators. 

Wheat. Is the staple crop of the district, one-third of the cultivated 
area being occupied with it. There are several varieties of wheat grown : th* 
best is a remarkably fine white kind, knoivn as " Ddgar Kanack " and 
grown in Etawab, Firoawala, and Kangniwala in Parganah Gujrfinwala. 
The table of both Maharajah Eanjit Singh and his father when residing 
either at Lahore or Ghijr4nwdla was always supplied with wheat from 
Utawah. The wheat crops all through the adjoining Bar and Ear tracts 
are particlarly good. A great de^ of wheat is exported to Multin, 
Lahore and Amritsar, 

Biee. Good rice is grown in the Deg chak and in parts of the 
Kalar Chak; it is also grown in some other parte of the district where 
there is pond irrigation. 

Flax. Was not grown formerly. The last year or two, through the 
influence of the district officer, good cro[ s have been raised in several 
villages. There is, however, no ready sale for it. 

Mehidi. — ^The culture of this crop is not general, but it deservea 
Bome notice. It is the ever-green shrub used for fencing in most Indian 
gardens, from the leaves and young branches of which very valuable 
scarlet dye of remarkably deep colour is extracted. The seed after 
having been soaked in water some days previously is sown in beds in the 
month of Ch^t (March); it requires nnremitting irrigation until the rains 
commence; in Sawun (JtJy) me seedlings aro transferred and planted 
out like onions : they require four years to oome to perfection ; they are then 
cut down three times a year, in Chet, Asouj and Poh (March, Septembei' 
and December), the same shoots grown again and the crop \a ^ eyeri 
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lasting one. As ih$ ont-tnm is certain and valnalJle, £he crop not liable 
to sustain injury from the farmer's numerous enemies in the way of in- 
sects, animals or diseases, it may be asked why its culture is not more 
iextended; but the ignorance and superstition of zamindars is such that 
peculiar fatality in their minds attends the cultivation of mehndi. Any 
one growing it will certainly be childless and always go in imminent 
danger of sudden death. 

Mehndi is grown more particularly in Mauzah Vdyfinwali, Pargan* 
ah Wazirabdd. 

Gram, Is a very important crop in this district, extensively grown in 
Farganah Hafizabad and all villages conterminus to Chak Bar and 
adjoining Bar; it is very seldom artificially irrigated, and is grown with 
little labour; it is liable to injury from thunder and lightning or heavy 
rain, which last is especially dreaded when the gram in the pods is ripe 
and the crop ready for cutting. Hares also do a great deal of injury; 
the arrival of any European officer, to whom they afford excellent 
Bport, is always welcomed to assist in ridding the fields of them. 

Tobacco. Hiis is grown on the highly enriched or manured lands 
common round all villages. It is sown in a sunny well protected spot in 
Kartik (October); the seedlings are transplanted in Magh or Phagon 
(January and February), and ripens in Jeth or Har (May or June). 
The land cannot be too well manured, and constant irrigation and hand 
hoeing are essential. The return from tobacco is so large that the 
trouble necessary for its cultivation is amply compensated. Mauza 
Kasis^ in Parganah Hafizabad is renowned for its tobacco. • 

Jowdr, Is a kharif crop, for which the Bar soil is very suitable 
and where it is extensively grown for fodder (Charri.) 

Cattle Fodder, Turnips and other root crops are largely grown 
often in amongst the wheat, in the highly cultivated lands of the 
Khadir and Charkharf chaks, as fodder for cattle, grass being very 
scarce. Cultivators with few cattle wiU often grow turnips which are 
readily bought at remunerative prices by. those who have cattle near 
and are short of fodder. As a dry season is favourable to a good crop 
of turnips if they were more extensively cultivated the dread eflPects of 
drought would be much alleviated and by putting down some of his 
land in turnips a cultivator would often be saved the more expensive 
expedient of giving the sugar^^cane to bis cattle. 
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GENERAL REMARKS. 

The census of the population, given below, is according to that 
taken of the whole province on the 10m Janttaiy 1868 under the orders 
of the Panjab Gbvemment. The area of the district is 2,559 square 
miles, giving a population of 215 to the square mile. This is not so dense 
as might be expected, but allowance must be made for the extensive ^^Bar" 
tracts, which are somewhat sparsely inhabited ; and again, the large Govern- 
ment rakhs, which have not a population of above 8 or 9 to the square 
mile. Of ihe agricultural class the prevaiUng caste is Muhammadan. 
Mussalmen do not predominate however in the better cultivated parts of the 
district or where the difficulties of agriculture have been overcome with 
much labour and toil. The population of the ^^Bar" is almost exclusively 
Muhammadan; though proprietors of some of the best lands in the district 
they are slovenly cultivators and slow in effecting improvements. 

The fullest information regarding population, area and agriculture 
is given in the table of statistics below, which has been prepared with the 
greatest care and is accurate up to date.

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GENEBAL REMARKS. 

In tUs map is shewn the working of the jama of last settlements 
It must be borne in mind that this jama is that revised in 1858-59^ and 
not that originally fixed by Mr. Morris. 

From the classification given of villages as heavily, moderately, or 
Inequality of rates, not %htly assessed, I think it is apparent that though 
over-assessment, the bur- after revised assessment the demand for land 
^en of complaint. revenue was far from being excessive and there 

was no great distress, yet the rates fell very unevenly, and villages were 
either in one or the other extreme. Nearly one quarter of the whole 
district is found to be heavily taxed, while 716 villages are lightlv, and only 
193 fairly, assessed. The general complaint I heard everywnere in my 
tours in the district was, not much of over-assessment but of inequality 
of rates in neighbouring villages. Though at the present revision of 
settlement no great increase of revenue has been taken, every endeavour 
has been made to give relief in the way most needed and avoid as far as 
possible great inequaUty of rates in villages of the same assessment circle* 
Some variation there must be always, in proportion as estates diverge 
from the centre of the chak and partake less of its characteristics aa 
they approach the boundary of adjoining circles. 

The very considerable increase in the irrigated area and small num- 
ber of wells out of use betokens the prosperity 
Takkavi advinces. q( j^te years. This is owing in a great measure 
Ho doubt to the liberal issue of takkavi, which I trust may be as liberally 
continued in years to come; the boon it is to agriculturists can best be 
appreciated in a district so largely dependent on artificial irrigation aa 
this. It was frequently urged on me by the people of the "Bar and 
Adjoining Bar " tracts of T^sil Hafizabad that the period of instalments, 
under present rules, for repayment of takkavi advances was too short* 
I think there is reason in what they said, and I feel sure the extension of 
another year would act as a very salutary stimulus in a part of the coun-. 
try where the cost of a well is 500 Rs., and water found at an average 
depth of 70 feet, and frequently during the first 5 years a new well sifts 
Tjp, from faulty construction in the fif'st instance no doubt, still it is ex- 
tremely disheartening to the builder and is a defect which lessens the. 
capabilities of the well and the means of proprietors to repay the takkavi 
advances within a limited period. There was no large amount of takkavi 
outstanding in this district.

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REMARKS ON SURVEY OPERATIONS AND ASSESSMENT. 

The district of Gujr&nw&Ia can scarcely be said to have enjoyed a 
Settlement well re- tegular settlement. Though elaborate revision of 
ceived by the people. summary settlement was made by Mr. Morris in 
1854-56, and report of his operations was furnished in the latteryear, shew- 
ing as result a reduction of 17 per cent on former assessments, yet this 
reduction proved insufficient, and two subsequent revisions of Mr. Morris' 
assessments took place. It was not until the year 1860, or only 6 years 
prior to the commencement of the present revision of settlement, that the 
people obtained a truce from setUement operations amongst them, and 
throughout the district the settlement effected by Mr. Morris is regarded 
as of only six years duration. The early advent of revision of settlement 
however so far from being distasteful to the people was heariily re- 
ceived by them. 

The difficulties which Mr. Morris had to contend with are fially 
They repeated their detailed in his report, and thus summarized by the 
indifference at last set- Commissioner Mr. Temple : — The people scarcely 
tlement. recovered from the demoralizing influence of the 

harsh and rude revenue systems of their Sikh rulers, "shewed remarkable 
distaste to fixed assessments ;" and a large bulk of the population, following 
as they did a pastoral life, and caring little for agriculture, " failed to 
evince much feeling for proprietary and hereditary rights, and were ever 
ready to abandon mem on the slightest adverse pressure, and sometimes 
a man would dispose of his property in land in a manner which shewed 
he regarded it as worth less than nothing, as a burden to be got rid 
of ratner than a possession cherished; sometimes a circle of villages 
would combine to offer passive resistance to the progress of the settle- 
ment; sometimes proprietors would desert their land, believing that no 
other occupant would be forthcoming, and that they would ultimately be 
re-admitted on reduced terms ; sometimes they would say that they would 
renounce their proprietorship rather than engage for any fixed assessment." 
From the fact of such opposition it is clear that Mr. Morris did not 
obtain that sympathy or assistance from the people necessary to secure 
to themselves a correct record of every man's rights, and to assist the 
settlement officer in arriving at the most reliable ""ata for assessment, but 
on the contrary they did all in their power to falsify and mislead. 

Again, when after the political convulsions of 1857 the people saw 
Kesttlt ot the mutiny ^® Government emerge from that crisis victorious 
gave a new value to and more powerful than before, their eyes were 
landed property. opened, as they had never yet been, to the stability 

and moderation of British rule, and to the ample inducements held out to 
peaceful and industrious cultivators of the soil; it was then property in 
land in this part of the Panjab assumed a value the people had nevei: 
before appreciated. 

In the following year 1858-59, though many proprietors in the dis- 
trict promptly set to work to obtain concessions from 
4eopte Fo^^? ^^ Government in the way of further reduction of 

assessment; and a restoration of proprietary rights^ 
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which in consequence (rf 'their own contumacy Mr. Morris had been com- 
pelled to transfer to or temporarily vest in farmers and dthers who would 
engage for the payment of the Government revenue, I believe there re- 
mained to still more of the people a feeling of regret that they had not 
looked more keenly after thej'ecording of their rights and interests, and 
secured better terms from the settlement officer, in the way of a more 
equal for they could iiardly expect a more moderate assessment than that 
fixed by Mr, Morris. 

If only feerefore to Atone to themselves for the mischievous laches 
Grounds for revision and indifference they had exhibited previously, 
of settlement. the people were ready to welcome Hbe revision of 

settlement on its commencing operations in January 1866, and I am 
convinced that Government was well advised in allowing this revision, 
seeing the changes which had occtffred "within a veiy few years — 
l5<, by a double revision of assessment; 2y?c/, by the restoration of the 
rights of numerous proprietors whose lands had been transferred 
or given in farm at last settlement; 3rd, by the return to the district of 
a large number ef absentees at last settlement. The consequence of 
these changes being, that however correct the record of rights and the 
entries in the village misl of last settlement were when prepared, the 
alterations being made in the yearly papers, a new condition of things 
had come about, in view of which the records of last settlement were 
far from representing the existing status either in individual estates or 
in the district generally, and an amended record and an amended survey 
were urgently called for. 

In a previously settled district like this an officer eflPecting revision 
Previous data only ®f settlement has to his hand data for assessment 
.aids to revised assess- which renders this portion of his wock compara- 
^®^^^^- tively easy. In the prjosent ^case there was the 

past experience of 20 years on which to form an opinion of the general 
condition of the district, and the net produce and gross rental of villages, 
and their ability to pay u-nder a variety of circumstances both good and 
bad. Again, the result of the revision of rates effected only 6 or 7 years 
before by two officers of such experience was entitled to the greatest 
weight, and with this before me the task of arriving at a fair rate of 
assessment for the future was not a difficult one. The assistance how- 
ever which all these valuable data would bring was not allowed to 
supersede the necessity of seeking new and corrected evidence as the 
basis of the revised assessments. The grand foundation of all was a 
xjareful and elaborate survey of the area of the entire district, which th^ 
well trained establishment ^t my disposal enabled me thoroughly to 
carry out. 

The survey effected at last settlement is described at paras 34, 35 
Comparison of pre- ^^^ 36 of Mr. Morris' report. The one fact alone 
Bent with last settle- that it did not include a survey of a larse portion 
ment survey. q{ q^q Hafizabad tahsil, much of which is now 

under oidtivation, would have necessitated the detailed survey now made. 
When it is stated tiiat i^ lacs of acres not included in the survey of last 
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Settlement bftve now ijeen measured, I trust the labour bestowed on thi». 
portion of the work will be readily acknowledged,, and I will now 
proceed to give some account of how the measurements have been 
carried out. 

The system, followed, was that described in^ volume I page 144' of 
The system now ad* Selections of JPublic Correspondence Punjab. For 
opted. some month's prior t6 commencement of survey 

the patwiris were instructed in use of the compass and plane-table, and 
the whole of the measurements were effected by them without the 
assistance of professional Amins or foreigners. 

As a body the patwari^^of the distriot provedveiy efficient, except 

Character of the pat- Borae who were too old to learn, and some in the 

^^ris- Hafizabad sub-division, who were only Hindi 

writers and poorly educated. 

At settlement the patwari cannot do his work single-handed; each 

Patwiria'^ asBi&tants* ®^ them therefore was allowed to associate with 

himself a young and active assistant ; in nearly 
all cases a: relative, usually a son omephew, was selected. I must here 
pay a just tribute to the very effective training received by youths in 
the village schools of this district,, which at once enabled patwdris to 
obtain from their own homes a well qualified assistant at the least 
possible cost to themselves. In* numerous instances the assistants 
proved much the sharpest and best, workman of the two, and not seldom 
has a superannuated and indolent old patwiri been only able to retain 
his post by the efficiency of a son, nephew or other relktive. Often the 
patwari would let his quick-sighted, and steady-handed assistant draw 
the field map while he Smself wrote the kfiasrah or field register; and 
indeed, where possible, this distribution of the work is a great saving of 
time, as the patwdri knows the names of the proprietors and cultivators 
of the fields and can jot them down at once in the khasrah, whereas 
the assistant has- to be constantly making enquiries and very often makes 
erroneous entries, which necessitates endless corrections afterwards. The 
beautiful, maps drawn, by lads o£ 15 and 16 excited the admiration of 
settlement officials, and also of the old greybeards of the village, who 
were not slow at a time like this to acknowledge the benefits of an 
education they themselves had missed* 

Before the commencement of the measurements the appointment

These men rendered invaluable assistance during the measurements. The 
ohaudri was usually a powerful and well-known lainbardar, the acknow- 
ledged, head of a tribe on a considerable circle of villages, which were 
.then mai'ked off as his beat or zail. Their appointment was rendered 
easy by the intimate knowledge the Deputy Ceonmissioner (Mr. A. 
BrandBeth) had of. the chief men of the district, and those nominated over 
different circles by him were readily acknowledged by the people as 
their right and fitting leaders, and little or no heart-burning was sub- 
,sequenfly display/jd- by disappointed candidates. In.Tahsil Hafizabdd, 
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v^here a number of police zaildars already existed, they were at once 
accepted as settlement chaudris. 

The boundaries laid down at last settlement generally remained 
Demarcation of bound- unaltered. There were very few disputes, the 
^^^^ thakbast was prepared shewing a-ll the boundary 

pillars, with their situation and distance from one another, and attested 
by patwaris and lambardars of bordering villages assenting to the 
correctness of the boundary line. The boundary pillars were all pro- 
perly erected or repaired before the internal measurements commenced. 
The chabiitras, or platforms of pacca masonry erected at the junction of 
three villages, were also planted round with trees, so that a natural boun- 
dary mark might be formed. In some places these trees are growing 
exceedingly well; in ether parts, where they are far from the village or 
where there is want of water, it will not be so easy to keep them up. 

The local ghom&o being equal . to the English acre was adopted as 

The Shalrah ^^® ^^^^ ^^ measurement. The outer boundary 

line having been laid down, the interior of the 
map was divided off into chaks or blocks, according to the divisions of 
land well known in the village, either tarafs or pattis, separate wells 
or classification of fields according to soil, and each division was then 
measured separately with the plane-table. All detached plots, such as 
roads, ponds, the well enclosures or uncultivated ground round them 
occupied with huts, cattle mangers, sugar-mills, threshing floors, and 
manm'e heaps, were separately measured and received separate numbers 
in the field map. In most cases as the areas occupied by tJiese were 
too small to be shewn in the body of the xnap they were given on a 
larger scale in the margin. The lands and houses within the viUage 
site, excluded from the jurisdiction of the Revenue Court, were dis- 
tinguished on the field map by a thick red line drawn round them. 

Besides the usual entries in the khasrah, particulars were also 
The Khasrah given of the well or water-course from which 

each field was watered, what fields were 
watered from chambs, ponds or nalas, what belonged to mudfi hold- 
ings, and if a lapsed muafi whether ex-mudfidar paid at half rates, also 
full remarks concerning the number, kind and ownership of every tree. 

All proprietors, cultivators, occupants or other persons were 
Abstract of holdings required to be present during the measurement of 
given at time of the fields in which they were interested, and an 
measurements. - abstract of his holding, whether as proprietor or 

cultivator, agreeing with the entries in the field register, was served to 
each on the spot. Every such abstract was signed by the patwari, and 
then the holder was required to inform himself of its contents and to 
sign it himself, and also to procure the signature of the chaudri and 
of some other literate friend that he was cognizant of its contents, ac- 
knowledged its correctness, or in the event of any inaccuracy to write his 
objection upon it. Errors or omissions as far as possible were adjusted 
by the superintendent of settlement on the spot. In cases of actual 
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cfispnte parties wero referred to private arbitration, or failing that to Qi<i 
Settlement Courts. 

The result of the field measurements were eminently satisfactory. It 
Comparison of field has too often happened that from want of care 
map with professional and cleanliness on the part of the draughtsman 
survey. j^q g^j^j maps actually drawn on the ground 

have become so broken or soiled that they are not fit to form part of 
the new records, and have to be copied sometimes more than once, and on 
every occasion fresh inaccuracies creep in. With considerable difficulty^ 
and by dint of, in the first month of the measurements, tearing up as use- 
less those shajrahs that had begun by bein^ blotted and soiled, the maps 
drawn on the spot were kept so clean ana well preserved that there are 
not one per cent, of the maps filed with the new records which are not bondr 
Jide originals, and I would therefore claim particular credit for this portion 
of the operations. I have personally tested a very large per-centage of 
the shajrahs of each tahsfl, and all of them have been compared with the 
professional survey maps and htde or no discrepancy was found ; they 
stood the test well, and in some cases where difference was discovered the 
settlement survey has been deemed more accurate than the revenue sur- 
vey, so much so that all parties interested have elected to be bound by the 
former rather than the latter. The labour of the survey in the Hafizabad 
Bub-division can only be appreciated when the size and excellent drawing 
of maps of villages containing enormous areas, often many thousands of 
acres, is looked to, and the painful nature of field operations during the 
hot months in such a trying climate is considered, distances being so con- 
siderable that measuring parties could not return to their homes for days 
together and every drop of water they required had to be carried along 
with them.

time of measurement were looked to, and if as directed every man had ii^ 
formed himself of what the entry affecting him was an,d he again readily 
acknowledged its accuracy the same was accepted as the existing status. 
In all disputed cases the parties were referred to a suit in Court,

lage note-book, tabulated for every village in the form introduced 
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by Mt. E. A. Prinsep and known as the la! kitfib or village note-boot^ 
containing under different headings the qualities and quantities of the 
cultivated and uncultivated land, and statistics regarding the resources 
and history of the village, as would be of use in forming a conclusion as 
to the amount of the Government demand which each village could fair- 
ly bear. 

Previous to deciding the rates which were to rule the revised assessr 
Formation of assess- ment each tahsil was divided into chaks or cir- 
inent circles. cles of villages of kindred situation, quality of soil, 

facilities for irrigation either natural or artificial, nature of produce, 
and character of agricultural population. This was done after visiting in 
detail every village in each pargannah, and opportunity had beea afford- 
ed of noticing th^ physical features and peculiarities of the country — 
the general appearance of the people, the cattle and the crops. Where 
the rates of last settlement differed in villages situated in the same neigh- 
bourhood and possessed apparently of the same advantages, particular en- 
quiry was made into the cause on the spot, and the circumstances of each 
noted down. Every occasion was taken of mixing freely with the peo- 
ple and hearing all they had to say regarding the merits of villages ; 
such information being very serviceable relative to estates other than 
those in which informants were personally interested, for though a zemin- 
ddr will never admit that he is himself well off^ he iff ready enough to 
discuss the good fortune of his neighbours, who in their tuni will, when 
his back is turned, eagerly disclose the secrets of his prosperity, and then 
being on the spot it is not difficult by personal inspectioit to test how far 
this information is reliable. 

I would here mention the constant trouble experienced from the fact

Where an assessment chak has been 
formed wim careful consideration as to similarity of soil, the area worked 
'by each plough will be much the same in all villages, and if at the same 
time the wealth of ftie Ullage in yokes of oxen is well proprotioned to £he 
number of ploughs, it is clear that the number of the latter is a fair guide 
to the amount of revenue flie village can pay. The approximate plough 
jama of each chak was ohtained by dividing the assessable area by 
the ascertained numher of ploughs and then muUiplying that result by 
ihe rate per acre of £he existing jama.

different assessment circles, the average yield per acre and the gross 
value of the same, one-sixth of which being taken as the value of the 
Crovemment «bare, it gave the produce jama of the ehak. Of course 
a produce jama depends more or less on a«stunptions of the average 
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produce, and again of the average value of the yield of land under a 
great variety of circumstances, such as good or bad seasons, irrigation, 
manure, and the skill and industry of the cultivator. Still an appraise- 
ment of the produce of land, where it can be made on anything like 
reliable premises, is certainly most valuable, and in the present case there 
could be no hesitation in its adoption. In the compilation of the new produce 
tables I availed myself of Mr. Morris' estimates, which however, in view 
of the more settlea habits of the people, the increase and improvement 
in cultivation, the construction of roads, opening out of numerous 
markets, I found all rather low. I also gained much assistance and in- 
formation from the valuable paper on the agriculture of this district 
written some years ago by Col. Clarke, late Deputy Commissioner, and 
pubUshed in vol: II Panjah Selections. Searching enquiry was also 
made from zamindars, grain-dealers, village weigh-men, kamingos and 
others; all accessible price currents for a series of many years past were 
examined, to ascertain the average yield per acre and average market rate 
of every kind of crop in each assessment circle. One-sixth of the total 
value was taken as the share to which Government is entitled. 

The new rate jama was calculated on the same principle as has 
. been clearly explained by Mr. Prinsep in his report 

T enewra jama. ^^ Sialkot: it included a rate on water and land 
revenue, first by applying to the irrigated area a well rate, higher or 
lower according to the fertility of the circle to be assessed, calculated on 
the assumed Average profit of the area watered by a well in that locality 
after deduction of all expenses, and then adding to this a moderate rate 
on the whole assessable area as " unirrigated." The well rate multiplied 
inte the whole number of wells in use, care being taken to see that there 
was no want of yokes or able-bodied population, and the barani rate 
multiplied into tne whole assessed .area g^ve the new rate jama of the 
chak, and the standard thus obtained was then appUed te each village 
area and the result shewed how the general rate for the chak womd 
affect that estate. 

This jama was fixed by Extra Assistant Commissioner Gopdl Ddss, 
The Extra Assistant after making a tour of each assessment circle, and 
Commissioner's jama. his great experience in the neighbouring districts 
and acquaintance with the general principles of assessment enunciated 
by the Settlement Commissioner, added te a good knowledge of the dis- 
trict formerly when Tahsfldar of Wazirabdd, entitled his opinion to con- 
siderable weight, and it always proved most valuable. His jama was 
usually rather low, but this was a fault on the right side, and easily ac- 
counted for from his having known the district wnen suffering great dis- 
tress from over-assessment. 

Having explained the different standards of assessment and the way

fairly the sole property of Government, largely curtailed, but the people 
obtained proprietsu-y right in areas so extensive that they never could 
and never hoped to cultivate, but which they have turned to the best ac- 
count in pasturing enormous herds of cattle, on the dairy and sale 
proceeds of which proprietors live and grow rich. 

One advantage that has been gained by the careful and laborious 
Clear distinction now Burvey now made of the entire district is to dis- 
drawn between waste cover that out of 7^ lacs of acres recorded under 
and cnlturable. j^q general head of waste at last settlement, no 

less than 4 J lacs is culturable, being excellent soil, and with industry and 
The immense value of irrigation capable of becoming fully cultivated, 
these estates for grazing. What a mine of wealth the ownership of these 
lands, even in their natural condition, represents can only be appreciated 
by a sight of the prairies of luxuriant grass with which this large area is 
covered after a seasen of even nioderate rain, and by a rough estimate 
of the number of cattle which constitute the fortune of the bulk of the 
population. 

The question which presents itself in a part of the country like this, 
These grass lands fairly where the rearing ana production of stock and the 
assessable. exportation of lacteous produce in the shape of 

ghi is the chief employment of the people, is, whether in waving its pro- 
prietary right in favour of the landlords of these great estates Govern- 
ment interned always to limit their demand on account of land revenue 
merely to the land under cultivation, and this tax on land or the profits 
of land was only to be enhanced as unwilling agriculturists chose to 
break up the soil, and whether a people averse to the more arduous labours 
of agriculture and given up entirely to a pursuit which, costing no phy- 
sical exertion, draws from the soil in its unimproved state and from its 
spontaneous produce in the way of grass, wood, fodder and fuel a far 
larger profit tiian they would gain by bringing it under the plough ;—^ 
whether for the undisturbed enjoyment of these benefits the people were 
to pay nothing to Government. 
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The obvious and only answer I tliink is, that in alienating proprie-

enjoys no share very capital, subject only to the payment of a mo Jerate 
large from grass lands, ^^ ^ ^j^^ shape of land revenue, Government in- 
tends ihat such tax shall be a per-oentage on the profits which proprietors 
draw from the " arable land," including in that term not merely land 
brought under the plough but all land which is profitably employed for 
the general pm'poses of agriculture, whether in growing crops or as pas- 
ture ground for cattle. Any other explanation would, contrary to every 
principle of polititical economy, exempt from taxation a large portion of 
the population who,, unmindful of all interests but their own, are, by keep- 
ing back the land from cultivation, raising a barrier to the welfare of 
the country and the Government by obstructing the development of its 
agricultural resources. 

From the figured statistics of Chak " Bar " given in Appendix No. 
Slow progress of cul- III, it is evident that of the whole arable land, 
tivation. amounting to 3,80,410 acres, only 12 per cent is 

under the plough; and of this only 1^ per cent has been added in 10 years 
or since last settlement, leaving 88 per cent uncultivated in the shape of 
pasture lands. In Chak Adjoining Bar of Hdfizabad and Adjoining Bar 
of Gujranwdla the cultivated area has extended in an equally slow ratio. 

Many villages of the Hafizabdd tahsfl have hitherto, in addition to 
What these grass lands the regular jama, paid a tax on iheir banjar land 
have hitherto paid. ^^ in lieu of tirni " which in " Chak Bar " com- 

prising nearly all such villages amounts to only 2,180 Es. or a little over 
1 pie per acre, a sum quite disproportionate to , the profits gained by 
proprietors and the extraordinary increase in the value of Hve stock 
during the last few years. On what estimate the tax, as at present paid, 
was based I have been unable to ascertain, as it is not a per-centage on 
the banjar area, nor does it bear any proportion to the population or 
number of cattle in different estates. With reference to this tax, locally 
known as " tirni," Mr. Morris states as follows :

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Bates Btill very low: allowing a most liberal margin of from irdbie to 
reason for it. six-fold the cultivated area, according to the size of 

the village, for the grazing of well and plough cattle, the remaining ar- 
able land has been assessed at an average initial rate of 9 pie, rising pro- 
gressively to 1 anna 6 pie per acre. That this rate is still absurdly low 
is evident by comparison with the rate per acre, often as much as from 3 
annas to 6 anas, paid for merely a yearly lease of the Grovemment grazing 
rakhs in this district where lessees have nothing to look to but the pro- 
fits of grass during a twelve months' tenancy, it was necessary however 
to fix such a moderate rate, that in good and bad years alike, whether grass 
crops were scanty or abundant, and whether, as it never has done yet, 
murrain broke out and carried off half the cattle, there should be no cUflS- 
culiy in realizing this addition to the regular jama. 

It must always be borne in mind that though this assessment of the 
excess arable land is to a certain extent calculated on area, yet in no case 
has such tax been levied unless the whole assets and resources of the es- 
tate warranted it. Tentative as the measure is, yet being a perfectly dis- 
tinct item from the regular assessment on the cultivated area, if circum- 
stances should ever arise to require its reduction or remission, either can 
be done without anything like a general revision of assessment being 
necessary. It is however quite certain that the class it affects, who as 
before stated have hitherto paid nothing to the State for the immense pro- 
fits they draw from the land, will, on the slighest pretext, ever be ready to 
clamor for its reduction ; but knowing the district well I can hardly rear 
lize that condition of things which shall induce Government lightly to 
abandon a valuable and increasing source of revenue, and which so far 
from being a burden to any section of the agricultural community 
shall promote in each habits of greater industry and economy, which the 
enjoyment of advantages hitherto costing nothing ofiered no incentive to. 

In circles of assessment where applied the jama on banjar chaks 

Kesult of banjar gives a present total addition ofBs. 11,475, and 

ftssessment. progressively 23,234 Rs. to the regular jama of 

the district. 

In estates where considerable improvement called for enhancement 
Incidence of banjar of jama on the cultivation, any addition on ao- 
asBcssment. count of pasture chaks has been deferred for three 

or four years. In cases where this was done favorable testimony was 
afforded that this assessment of excess banjar lands was not at all ill re- 
ceived by the people, but that rather the consideration shewn them was- 
too lenient, by a general request that though the Grovernment demand on 
account of grazing jama was deferred, the proprietary body might be 
allowed to commence its collection on their own account ftom persons 
grazing cattle within their estates* Although it must be understood that 
flie amount payable to Government on account of banjar jama is a fixed 
sum assessed on the area of grass lands in different estates, and not cal- 
culated solely on an enumeration of the cattle, always uncertain and ex- 
tremely obnoxious to the people, proprietors have entered in the recocdl 
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of village customs the pasture fees they will collect amongst themselves, 
a difference in most cases being made between the cattle of those who 
are cultivators in the village and those who are merely graziers ; the 
amount of fees is almost the same for all villages, the fees are lighter 
than those charged in the Grovemment grass preserves, and having been 
laid down by a large number of people heavily interested in grazing 
might form a fair guide as to the fees which should be charged on cattle 
taken into the ralms. 

It has been before shewn how short a reprieve from settlement opera- 
Increase of jama tions the people of this district had enjoyed before 
.taken progressiyely, and the present revision of settlement commenced. On 
reasons for it. arriving at the assessment stage it was therefore felt 

that in a very large number of estates, where in a few years cultivation 
had improved and there was everything to justify a larger jama, the 
people had not been allowed a reasonable time to reap the fruits of their 
own industry, the bringing more land under the plough, or repay them- 
selves for the capital expended in construction of wells, me purchase of well 
and plough cattle, and that a longer respite from enhanced assessment 
was not only desirable but just. Again, in estates where improvement 
despite ample resources and available area was less apparent, it seemed, 
as prosperity was still a novelty, better to defer a part of the full increase 
of jama that was fairly admissible. Although there may be difference 
of opinion as to the policy of progressive jamas, I beheve, imder the 
peculiar circumstances of this district and considering the very short term 
of last settlement, it will be declared both sound and absolutely necessary. 
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The total revenue of the district in 1866, including a small amount 

realized in lieu of " timi/* was Rs. 5,28.554. 
iJ^^ ^"^^ ""* ^e revenue now assessed on the cultivation is ini- 
tial Es. 5,45,575, and progressive Bs. 5,85,827, to 
which must be added the jama assessed on the banjar land, which is 
Bs. 11,475 initial and Bs. 23,234 progressive. The grand total increase 
in the land revenue of the district being Bs. 28,496 or 5^ per cent 
initial and Bs. 80,507 or 15xth per cent progressive. The progressive 
increase is generallj taken in the 10th year of settlement. Full details of 
the assessment by pargannahs or circles, with the jamas and their en- 
hancement progressively, are given in the assessment fortfolios which 
form the appendices to this report, and the particular history of every 
estate, its assets and general resources, are given in the village note 
books.

The announcement of the new assessments was received everywhere 
Bevised assessment with the greatest satisfaction. Coercive measures 
gave great satisfaction, had in no instance to be resorted to. Even in 
Tahsil H&fizab&d, where the actual increase was largest, not a single 
village declined to engage. And in those estates where two jamas in 
separate pattahs ^ ere announced, one on the cultivation and one on the 
assessed banjar, both were readilv taken by proprietors, and in no instance 
was any representation of hardship made. There is no doubt whatever 
that the assessment everywhere is extremelv moderate, and the absence 
of even a semblance of dissatisfaction would lead to the belief that it 
might have been higher.

GENERAL REMARKS. 

The Gujr&nwdla district is divided into three main sah-divisions or 
Diyifiions of the dis- tahsils, to each of which a Tahsilddr and his Naib 
*rict« • are attached, viz : —

Formerly to each main sub-division there was a kdniingo and his 

naib, who resided at the head-qnarters of the tahsil. 
ngos. rjr^^ importance has now been recognized of giving 

a naib-kaniingo to each parganah division, who will be the official 
agent of fiscal information in his division. Consequent on the formation 
of five new parganah divisions, the old divisions in tahsils Gujrdnwala 
and Hdfizabdd, being very largo and unmanageable, that nimiber of pat- 
wAris selected for their general efficiency will in addition to their regular 
work perform the duties of naib-kanungo of the parganah in which they 
reside. Their pay has been made up to 15 rupees by the addition of 4 
annas per cent, on the patwAris' cess in the parganah. Their appoint- 
ment will it is hoped provide for that control over the patw&ris ana their 
work, and secure the assimilation and punctual preparation of their year- 
ly papers as well as more extensive and accurate fiscal statistics of the 
whole district, and so materially assist its revenue administration. 

It has been before stated how at commencement of the field survey 

the men of known influence and good service who 
* ^^* were looked up to as chiefs over a considerable cir- 

cle of villages were appointed zaildars or settlement chaudris. The 
office was an eagerly coveted one, the right men I believe got the position, 
and being a new appointment, each incumbent was on nis metal to vio 
with the other in a zealous performance of his duty, and at every stage of 
the work the greatest assistance was rendered by the zaildars. Each 
zaildar had five or six patwaris' tappas, which formed his circle of juris- 
diction. At the close of the settlement for the service then rendered and 
in consideration of duties for which they are made responsible afiecting 
the general welfare as well as the revenue administration of the district, 
the zaildar receives an inam varying from Rs. 100 to Rs. 200 per annum, 
a per-centage on the jama of his zail, and a small grant of culturable 
land, usually about 50 acres. The appointment is not hereditary, but on 
the death of a zaildar the fittest man, whether a relative or not, and the 
znan who can shew proof of having assisted the local officers in the ad- 
ministration of the district^ will be selected for the office. 
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In each village a sarpanch or head lambarddr was elected from the 
existing lambarddrs bj the votes of persons actually shareholders in the 
village, regard being had to his general fitness. In no part of this district 
are me lambardars m villages numerous, and the election of a sarpanch 
was not easy, as where the lambardars are few and powerful each can 
advance claims almost equal to his rivals. In very large villages, divided 
perhaps between the two races, and where there was no hope of one man 
being able to hold his own as head lambarddr, a sarpanch was appointed 
for me Hindu and one for the Mahammadan element, and thus great 
" heart-burning and bitterness was avoided ; there were not 40 villages in 
the whole district however where this was found necessary. The appoint- 
ment of sarpanch is not necessarily hereditary, but once appointed he 
cannot be removed except for gross neglect or incompetency. For par- 
ticulars shewing the status, duties and remuneration of zaildars and vil* 
lage head men. Settlement Commissioner's Circular No. S4 dated 1st 
January 1866, should be referred to. 

The patwdris in this district are a fairly educated and intelligent 

body of men. In the Hafizabdd tahsil. where the 
Patwans. f^^^^ j^,^^ ^^^ ^^^ j^^ ^^^ ^^ per-centage 

for patwdris equally so, they were found inefficient, many of tiiem Hindi 
writers only, combining some other profession with that of village 
accountant, and non-resident. Bearing in mind how much the happiness 
of the agricultural communiiy and the successful working of the settle- 
ment must depend on the efficiency and ability of this class, while inter- 
fering as little as possible with the distribution of j atwdris' circles hither- 
to obtaining, such arrangements have been made regarding remuneration 
and jurisdiction as to secure proper efficiency and supervision. Where 
it has been found necessary to remove incompetent men who having been 
allowed the two years while settlement was in progress to acquaint them- 
selves with their duties and who either could not or would not learn, their 
place has been supplied by a better educated relative of their own. The 
patwdris as a body appeared to resent any subordination to, and to con- 
sider themselves independent of the lambarddrs and m4lguzdrs, and by 
the latter the patwdri was considered a powerful incarnation of good or 
evil, to be caressed and deferred to in a most mischievous degree. No- 
thing however has tended more to bring the patwdri to his proper level 
as the servant of proprietors than the appointment of the zailddr over a 
certain number of patwdris' circles and making him in a measure respon- 
sible that the latter perform their duties properly; and again, the distribu- 
tion to every head lambarddr of -copies of the most important papers con- 
tained in the settlement misl which are for general information, stuck np 
on boards in the village " dairah " or " chauki," that whoever runs may- 
read. Where there is no village record room the head lambarddr, the 
custodian of these papers, is bound to shew them to all applicants; the 
patwdri therefore is no longer the sole and dread repository of all infor- 
mation affecting the proprietary or cultivating rights of those whose paid 
servant he is, and who rejoice to see the patwdris' " raj " passing away. 
Besidence within iheir circles has been made a siJie qua mm of the pat- 
wdri's tenure of office. 
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The statement gi^n below shews the number of patw^ris in the 
district, their remuneration, &c. They are paid by a percentage on the 
Government jama of their circles, which they realize themselves at the 
time of the half-yearly collections.

other produce. There are 67 excellent village cross roads. 

The ferries although shewn in this map for particulars^ map. No. 5 
must be referred to. 

The chief town and bazars in the district are Gigranw&Ia, Eminabad^ 
Chief towns and Kila Didar Singh, Wazirabad, Sohdarah, Ram- 
niarkets. nagar^ Akalgarh, Pindi Bhattian, Ha&zabal> 

Vaniki and Shaikhupura. 

The traie of the district is not important : the chief experts are grain^ 
m ^ giir, ghi, wool and country cotton cloth. In 

Gujranw41a itself there is an extensive manufacture 
of brass and bell metal vessels. In Bamnagar are made " kiipas " or 
skin vessels in which ghi, oil and grain are carried about the country ; 
there is an important trade here in these articles. Ghi and wool are ex- 
tensively exported from the Bar districts, and the trade in both is hiffhly 
remunerative. Timber in considerable quantities leaves Wazirabad for 
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Mult&n. The imports are chiefly English piece goods, iron, cattle and 
spices. The salt consumed in the district comes entirely from Find 
l)adan Khan. 

There are no periodical fairs for the sale or distribution of mer- 
. chandize. There is a large fair held annually at 

^^' Dhaunkal near Wazirabdd in the months of May 

and June, but its primary object is religious : some 1,00,000 persons Bttend. 
Ploughs manufactured in the Jammu territory are extensively sold at 
this fair. There are Baisakhi cattle fairs at Wazirabad and Eminabadj 
both numerously attended^ and much stock changes hands. 
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GENERAL REMARKS ON EDUCATION, 

This map is intended to shew the locality of schools and iihe state of 

education in the Gujranwdla district. Although 
bJkw^^'''' "^ ^^ it must be admitted that the material to work up- 
on is of the rudest description, that the people are 
deplorably ignorant of all but the most ordinary matters of common 
life, and never having had any education themselves see little good to 
come of it for their children ; still the statistics prove that little progress 
has yet been made in the way of education, considering the lengm of 
time our rule has been extended here and the earnest desire professed 
by the British Government to promote the instruction of the people. In 
an agricultural community such as we have in this district the cultivator 
looks on his children as soon as they are strong enough to go afield 
merely as so much increase of the labour at his command ; ne never 
learnt to read and write himself, and does not see why his son should 
want more than he had ; his practical view of the matter is that the boy 
is much better helping to plough, hoe or weed than perhaps idUng away 
his time over books ; ne never learns to read properly or never can decip- 
her a few weeks after he has been withdrawn from me village school. 

It is undeniable that efforts are making to bestow means and oppor- 
tunities of education, and I can bear most favora- 
^^reaaed efforts now ^^^ testimony that a number of boys in this district 

receive a sound and well grounded education in 
the rudiments of reading, writing and arithmetic ; but until the preju- 
dices of the people are overcome by soUd testimony of what education 
does for the scholar in the way of helping him to earn a Uvelihood, un- 
til the subordinate local officers are largely selected from persons edu- 
cated in the district, the thirst for knowledge will increase but slowly. 
I consider scholarships, money payments as rewards for regular atten- 
dance at school, should be Ubefally dispensed, especially to boys who 
have arrived at an age when their parents are anxious to remove them 
from school that they may earn something towards the cost of their own 
maintenance. In a country where greed and ignorance go hand in 
hand pecuniary incentives are not only valuable but necessary aids to 
the dissemination of knowledge. 

Below is given a detailed statement of the number of schools and 
scholars in the three tahsils of this district, from information furnished 
by the educational returns kept in the disixict office. From this it ap- 

Sears that there are 82 schools, or one in every 33 square miles of tius 
istrict. The number of scholars borne on the rolls is 2,744, or about 
one to every two hundred of the entire population of the district. Of 
the scholars 1,574 are Hindus, 992 Mussalmans, and 178 low caste. 
Of the aoricultural classes there were 1,274 pupils ; 339 are the sons of 
khatris and traders, and 1,131 are sons of persons of miscellaneous 
occupation. The number of school-masters are 96 malC; and 5 female, 
or 101, for a population of 5,50,676. 
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When as the resnlt of these figures it must be believed that onl^ 

0'50 per cent of the entire population are receiving 
Eesult of statistics. mstraction, the ignorance of the people must appear 
gross indeed ; although perhaps it is fairer to say that out of 2,21,863 
persons found at the recent census to be below the age of 15 years only 
1^ per cent attend school^ still education in the district appears at a very 
low ebb. 

The amount realized by the 1 per cent school cess is Bs. 5,571, to 

whicn must be added Bs. 3,684, or thereabouts, 
School cess IB too low. g^ppUed from Imperial funds or school fees, mak- 
ing the total educational expenditure of the district Bs. 9,255, or about 
3 pie per head of population ; and certainly this pitifdl outlay is little 
commensurate witii the advantages that m all civilized communities 
education is acknowledged to yield. The educational cess must be trebl- 
ed before a fiftieth part of the rising generation can receive instruction. 
I believe the day wiU surely and speedily come when the responsibility 
of Grovemment m the matter will no longer be ignored or action defer- 
red, and Ihat instead of as at present having one school to every 14 vill- 
ages, each village shall have its own schools, both male and female ; and 
the cry for instruction, weak though it is now, shall swell louder and 
louder till the treasures of knowledge their rulers possess shall be more 
liberally dispensed to the governed, and while the Government of the 
country find honorable reward in seeing the eager cultivation by its 
subjects of all arts of peace resulting in a vast extension of wealth and 
commercial prosperity, the people themselves shall discover, in the power 
that knowledge brings, greater civilization and greater domestic and 
social happiness than they have ever yet known.

parts of the Hafizabad tahsil the rakhs abound wi£h a jungle of bushy 
shrubs, such as the 'pilu^ farrash, jand andkarrir^ trees useful only 
as firewood. 

The rakhs are fhe same as demarcated by Mr. Morris, and are 51 

in number; they contain an area of 1,48,474 acres; 
the main portion being clustered on the south 
western comer of t^e Hafizahad tahsil conter" 
minons to the Jhang district. 

The -leases of the rakhs are sold by the Depuiy Commissioner 
Leases of rakhs put annually to the highest bidders ; the total amount 
to auction annually. of the leases for 1867 was Rs. 40,737, giving an 
average of 4 annas S pie per acre. The rakh contractors are generally 
khatris of Gujranwila, Lahore and Amritsar ; their returns are con- 
fined to the collection of grazing dues on difiiareni; kinds of cattle ; these 
•dues are fixed by the disirict officer, but thongh they -cannot ask more 
contractors frequently take less, either because they are afraid of not 
getting graziers to bring cattle into fhe rakhs, or else a^ "bargain is made 
and the whole cattle of a village are allowed to graze in the rakh for a 
lump sum, usually less than if the 'rates were assessed per head of cattle. 

In every district of the Paiyab the " timi " or grazing fees for 
cattle widely difier. I append an abstract -of the rates which either now 
or recently did obtain (for the rates are often changed) in iihe different 
grazing districts of the Panjab.

ac'^ain, the graziers are quite sharp enough to divide their flocks and take 
cows and buffaloes to one district, sheep- and goats to: another, as may be 
most advantageous. 

A krcre cattle owner-in the ShaikhupTirah ilaqua candidly informed 
Exemptiorof certaih methat a few vears ago the grazing of his cattle 
eatti^ from taxation un- cost nothing: the sheep and. goats he pastured in the 
necessary. land» of his own or adjoining villages — ^the eews 

and female buf&loes he took to a border district where^ the- authorities 
exempted female kine from taxation with a view to the encouragement 
of the breeding of cattle^ and he sent his male buffaloes and bullocks to 
another distriet near at hand where male kine were exempted because 
employed in agriculture. That such exemptions are a mistake i& I think 
obvious when it is considered that milch cattle are kept more for the 
-^lue of their dairy produce than for the increase of agricultural stock, 
and that of the- male kine sent out to graze*not 15 per cent are employed 
in the agriculture of the district where they are grazed but are sold by 
their owners either as draught cattle or to commissariai agents. 

The lease* of the rakhs- to contractors i» a source of much dissatis- 
Present system of faction among the lambardars and agriculturists ; 
Iteases requires revision* nearly every rakh is leased to a separate contractor, 
and if cattle owners are- compelled to move from one rakh to another 
or the cattle stray across an. invisible boundary they have to pay two. 
or three times over. The grazing fees are high, and yet the pasture area, 
irithia which, such payments entitle to graze ace comparatively smalls 
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T!be whole of the Government preserves ought to be open to cattle owners 
who have once paid the fees. The contractors are usually khatris, a 
hard grasping set of men, who can never realize the fees without the 
assistance of Gfovemment servants ; and it is notorious that the grazing 
fees do not form above half the profits of their venture, the other half is 
obtained by the recovery of damages and enforced paynjent of fees re- 
alized from trespassers, and the amount of false evidence given in cases 
of cattle-trespass is something appalling and against which the truth can 
make no way. A contractor has only got to let the cattle of the village 
lambardars graze for nothing in the rakh of which he is lessee, and 
those lambardars are always ready to swear that the cattle of a certain 
village or certain owners have grazed in the rakh, when the contractor 
gets a decree for the whole amount of the fees, with prompt execution. 
If the profits of contractors were confined solely to the income from 
grazing fees honestly levied, the revenue from the annual lease of rakhs 
might be less, but (xovemment would be relieved from the stigma of in 
any degree countenancing the malpractices which now prevail, and the 
people of the " Bar " country would iliemselves compete for the leases 
of me rakhs, which they are very anxious to do, instead of as at present 
being quite shut out. The arguments on the poUcy of leasing grass 
preserves to strangers is noted at para 19 of Captain Hector MacKcnzie's 
report on the revision of the settlement of the tirm revenue . in the 
Leia district, and I would invite attention to them. 

There are many questions regarding " timi " which deserve the 
Timi question de- attention of Government, and none more important 
serving of the attention than the justice of taxing graziers a second time 
of Government. ^j^^ ^^q their cattle to graze in an adjoining 

district when they have already been fully taxed on the profits derived 
from those same cattle in their own ; it is like taking license tax and 
income tax from the same person, making him pay twice over on the 
profits of the same business. I trust that an officer may be deputed to 
the difierent grazing districts of the Panjab to furnish a report of the 
j)resent incidence of the " timi " tax in the same, and to offer sugges- 
tions for an uniformity of rates and assimilation of practice as regards 
the grazing of cattle wherever they may come from io the dif^eui 
districts. 
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GENERAL REMARKS. 

This map is intended to illustrate the prevailing tenures of ihe district 
' and mode of internal assessment. 

It is I believe notorious that in the earlier settlements effected in 
Former laxity in re- the Panjab considerable laxitv prevailed in the 
c»rding tenures. mode of recording tenures. There were declared 

to be three classes of tenures : zamindari, pattidari and bhjachara. 
These terms were little understood by the subordinate officers of settle- 
ment; the rights and customs prevailing amongst the people, differing 
perhaps in each estate, were little heeded, and no record was made of 
the measure of rights which regulated the division of land and the 
distribution of profit and loss amongst the several village communities, 
well understood and always acted upon by them. Every estate was 
declared to be held on one of the three classes of tenure before stated, 

. and as it was easy to say that possession was the standard of every 
man's right and responsibility the tenure prevailing in the largest 
number of estates was declared to be bhyacnara.'' The consequence 
of this procedure was that the settlement record, so far from represent- 
ing the existing state of things, promulgated a ridiculous anomaly for 
whatever the tenure recorded at settlement might be, and on which the 
Government revenue was distributed in thekhewals furnished to the 
Collector's office. The people themselves as a fact always distributed and 
paid the revenue among themselves according to certain shares, either 
ancestral or customary, either on ploughs, shares in wells, or distinctions 
of good and bad soil, which was tne ancient and acknowledged standard 

. of every proprietor's right and responsibility in the village. 

To remedy this difference In theory and practice a pedigree table 
Remedy for this in t^^s been prepared for every estate, snowing from 

* preparation of village its foundation the position of the village according 
title-deeds. to tarafs, pattis, families or clans; the names of 
proprietors, male or female, present or absent, minor or of full age; those 
who hold by gift, purchase, mortgage, or in whatever way their property 
has been acquired; and then is shewn the manner in which proprietors 
have always paid revenue or distributed revenue among tiiemselves. 
Thus the extent of property and possession, together with the prevailing 
and acknowledged standard of every man's right and responsibility, 
having been accurately determined, this standard is adopted by Govern- 
ment, as it has always been known to the people as the common basis 

• of proprietary right in the village, and the Government revenue is now 
distributed according to this measure. 

The result of the preparation of pedigree tables shews that as a

that possession and sure of right prevailing in the village agree, and 

shares agree. j.^q exceptions have generally arisen from the 

errors which were made in the earlier settlements; and it will usually bo 
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found that where a co-parcener is in occupation of more land than his 

fair share according to the standard of proprietary right, he has paid 

? his share of the Government revenue and taken his quota of village 

income according to the measure of right and not according to the land 
in his possession, and where this is so the right of co-parceners to 
equalize their shares is freely admitted and is in accordance with local 
usage. In only 595 cases occurring in this revision of settlement where 
©hares and possession differed, and of these 214 were in holdings under 
5 ghomaos, has adjustment been called for; in 389 cases the surrender 
of the excess has been entirely voluntary; in 206 cases the difiFerence 
has with the consent of all proprietors been made up from common 
land. There has been no difficulty in arranging the adjustment of 
possession and shares ; it is entirely in accordance with the ideas of the 
people, and their satisfaction at the recognition of the time-honored 
, custom is immense. 

The very careful preparation of a pedigree table in each village, 
Value of pedigree with which those filed in the ordinary course of 
iablcB generaUy, operations in some villages at last settlement bear 

no comparison, will I feel sure be accepted as a satisfactory and sub- 
stantial result now obtained. This paper is in itself a key to the 
arrangement of the whole settlement record of each village, it will fur- 
nish an excellent check to the institution of frivolous or obsolete claims 
for proprietary right in onr Revenue Courts, as well as against false 
evidence in all cases; it must prove of the greatest assistance to aU 
officers in deciding claims to right of pre-emption in land and the 
appointment of zaildars or head-men of villages. Together with these 
village title-deeds pedigree tables for all the different tribes in the 
district have been prepared, to each of which is attached a code of tribal 
customs, shewing in detail the recognized usages of each regarding 
division of inheritance, transfer of landed property, rights of widows 
and female relatives, rights of adoption, and marriage, and all doubtful 
points of civil law. The examples and exceptions in each case men- 
tioned by the representatives of each tribe, in the presence of the whole 
proprietary body of that tribe are recorded. Such a code read in 
connection with the pedigree tables of the village where dispute may 
arise will be of immense service in assisting the judicial officer to a 
right decision. To make these tribal codes and village title-deeds of 
their full use they ought to be furnished in English to the Collector's 
office, when all officers would find themselves more independent than 
they are now of native assistance in the decision of revenue cases ; 
questions of land tenure would appear less abstruse and reveaue work 
prove far less difficult and distasteful than it now is to a large number 
of officers who haye never tried to master the subject.

The lamDardars in villages in this district are not 
nomerons; care has been taken to give a head 
man to each separate "taraf," and a few new men had to be appointed 
•as in some cases it was found that where the number of lambardars had 
been reduced by not appointing the son on the death of the father care 
had not been i^ken to give representation to every tribal distinction in 
the estate, but two tarafs of entirely different tribe and caste had been 
made over to one lambardar, and this would not work, and at settlement 
when so much assistance is required of headmen it was found very in- 
convenient. The pedigree tables if referred to will shew at a glance 
the different tribal divisions in the village, and whether in future the 
lambardar it is proposed to reduce is the only representative of the clan 
or whether there is more than one, so that reduction can be made witb- 
•iout hardship. 

The local customs with regard to diluvion and alluvion on the river 

Chenab have been recorded at meetings of 
ver usages. ^^ headmen of villages on both banks, assem- 

bled together at convenient distances in bom tahsil Wazirabad and 
tahsil Hifizabad. The whole of them wished the main or navigable 
channel, on whichever side of the river it may happen to flow or to 
change to (that is, they adopted what is known as the Durya-banna 
system) to be considered the boundary. In only one village, vt?., 
Kadu-pur, of the same tribe as the proprietors of the village of Kala 
on the opposite bank, did proprietors elect to hold land on either bank 
withoilt prejudice to the rights of either party.

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FINAL REMARKS. 



A considerable ontiiay of labour and money has been incnrred in 
lithograplied village distributing to all proprietors a lithographed copy 
maps. of the map of their village, as filed with the new 

settlement misl. The whole of the village maps have been lithographed, 
with the exception of the bar tracts of Tahsfl Hafizabad, where me areas 
being so large and proprietors not numerous it was found impossible to 
undertake it. These maps were very beautifully executed, the bulk of 
ihem by Munshi Azizuddin of the Victoria Press Lahore. They 
will prove a most valuable title-deed to the holders, and furnish a gua- 
rantee for the correctness of the new settlement record, as each proprietor 
on receiving the map was asked to point out for himself the locality of 
his holding, he was then shewn the particulars of the area as recorded on 
the map, and at the same time received an abstract or copy of the entir 
in the settlement record regarding himself. Proprietors were much 
pleased with these maps, and readily acknowledged their utility and value. 
Twelve copies of each map have also been filed m the district office. One 
ought to be riven out to patwaris every second year, and they should be 
required to illustrate thereon the changes that have occured in properiy 
during the previous two years. In river villages the changes caused by 
river action could be well described on these maps, which might then be 
submitted to superior authoriiy with the annual returns of diluvion and 
alluvion, and would prove a valuable guide in deciding what amount of 
reUef was necessary in villages where land had been carried away. 
Again, in soliciting sanction for the construction of new roads in a district, 
if the proposed line were shewn on these maps and then submitted for 
sanction, the superior authorities could satisfy themselves of communica- 
tions already existing and of the amount of hardship to be inflicted by 
interference with the cultivated land. When the railway between Lahore 
and Peshawar comes to be made these maps will be most useful in illu»* 
trating the country and villages through which it is to pass, the locality 
of land required and the compensation payable. The preparation and 
examination of these n^iaps represent very heavy labour, their value will 
I trust be adequately appreciated and credit given for this being the first 
district in which the measure was i^dopted ^.nd carried out,

EHcer in charge of them owes much to the kindly feeling and aid of the 
deputy Commissioner, which I desire heartily to recognize.

Rave ever met. As an honorable and valuable servant of Government he 
possesses my friendly regard, and I trust that his talents and distinguisli- 
ed good service will be recognized by Government as they deserve. 

Of the superintendents of settlement, Nissar AU did excellent ser- 
vice. I believe him to be a man thoroughly to be trusted in his conduct 
with natives ; his opinion is at all times valuable and trustworthy, I am 
happy to be able to say that he has received lately importunity of further 
distinguishing himself, in being appointed to officiate as an Extra Assist- 
ant Commissioner. I do not know an officer more deserving of advance- 
ment, and I trust he may soon be substantively confirmed in the appoint- 
ment, . 
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REMARKS BY ASSISTANT SETTLEMENt Ol^'^lCfiR. ^ 

tlDXl>ITiON. — This is a very small Chak, only 8 miles long by 6 broad, and icbntaiil- 
ing only 19 estates, 3 of which have been added at this settlement, viz. Mahai, Kotli 
^ilb^h K^i, and Mt&chrdl^. As its nCime indicates, estates in this Chiak benefit by the 
t)eg river, but irrigation therefrom is so precarious and dangerous that it is a doubtful 
Bource of fertility. The stream is so much on a level with tiie surrounding country that 
the channel in which it flows is apt to shift, and there is no certainty that lands which 
benefit one year will enjoy the same means of irrigatjon next. Howtever, water in wells 
in this Chak is at a very easy depth and 4 yokes of Email cattle suffice to maintain 
uninterrupted irrigation; in estates immediately influenced by the D6g stream the system 
of raising water by Jhalars is freely resorted to, and these may be seen at work in Nangal 
Duna Smgh and Manjpur. Much excellent rice is grown in this Chak, irrigation of 
which is effected by dams for catching or diverting the water of the stream. Except 
from the proximity of water to the surface, villages in the north of the Chak receive, 
little or no benefit from Deg irrigation. The soil of the Chak is mostly rich Rohl. 
There is no B4r4ni land hai^y in this Chak except in Mauzah Raja. 

Capabilitieb. — Proprietors are chiefly of the Lobana caste, they were formerly 
lazy, bad farmers, and the jamma of Summary Settlements being high cultivation 
was ill sustained and the revenue remained in balance At last settlement consider- 
able reduction was given, and a succession of good years and rich rioe harvests have 
stimulated proprietors to industry, and they are now in fair circumstances. The in- 
crease in growth of zabti crops is considerable. More than half the area of the Chak 
is barren waste, and of the other half rather more than half is under cultivation, and 
<^75 acres remaia fit for cultivation, so some extension may hereafter be l-ioked for.

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REMARKS BY ASSISTANT SETTLEMENT OFFICER. 

Condition. — The Charkharri Chak of Tahsil Gujrinw&lah is an oblong strip of 
conntry some 25 miles long and 12 broad, it adjoins the Charkharri Chak of Tahsll 
Wazlr&bdd on the west and runs to the boundary of the district on the east. The 
Chak is intersected in its entire length by the grand trunk road; it represents nearly two- 
fifths of the area of the whole Tahsll, and consists of 185 estates, all of which were included 
in this Chak at last Settlen^ent with the exception of Kila Me^ ^ingh, which has now 
been added. The first class estates are found mostly on the north-west side, Firozw&la^ 
Jandi^l^ B^hwdJa, Sahnsra and Butala deserve special mention; the soil being superior 
Rohi and Dos^hi and first class crops, consisting of cotton, wheat and sugar-cane, are 
grown in great profusion ; there are some excellent estates also towards the 8. W. among^ 
them Dogranwdla ; the soil is superior " Rohi" and the wheat crops are unusally heavy. 
On the S. E., the Hdfizabad side, inferior estates are found, soil sandy and crops light ; 
around EmindbM also the soil in estates will be found hard and much mixed with 
kalar. Resources of the Chak in the way of irrigation have largely increased, 159 addi- 
tional wells are now at work ; these wells are all excellent, the water is near the 
Burf ace, 30 feet on the average, and the supply is abundant all the year round ; the cost of 
each well is about 200 Rs. The wells have generally 6 yokes attached to them, for the most 
part superior cattle, worth 60 Rs. per pair, and the cattle are all in good order. Some good 
•< Chamb" land is found in several estates ; among those most fortunate in this respect are 
Jal&l, Abdal, Butala and Mur&lewdla. The Chak is deficient in natural irrigation 
from ponds, though some estates benefit by streams. There is a " Nala" which, entering- 
from the Si&lkot side at Chak Joy a, fertilizes Firozwdla, Jandidla, Baghwdla and Butdla, 
while Sahnsra, Et4w4h and and other estates are watered by the ** Aik" Nala, from 
which however occasionally injury occurs. There is also a " Nala" entering from the 
WazirdbM side which fertilizes Kot Bhaw&ni D&s and other estates. At times 
these " Nalas" do much harm ; more might be made of the water and injury from exces- 
sive flooding avoided by a judicious disposal of " bands." The amount of abandoned 
land in this Chak is not large ; cases here and there have been brought to notice in the 
remarks on the estates itself. There is an increase of 8 per cent under land II class pro- 
duce, attributable to the great demand and ready sale there has been for cotton of late 
years ; the cultivation of sugar-cane has slightly fallen off. The increase under the head 
of resources generally is slight. 

Capabilities. — There is an increase of 14,930 acres in the assessed area of the 
Chak ; of this 3,168 acres is due to M4fi lapses, the increase moreover is in the irriga- 
ted area, still this Chak has not worked up to the prosperity it enjoyed at the time of 
professional survey : 43 per cent of the total area of the Chak is still uncultivated. In 
the villages where much " Myrah " prevails, good Bardni land is found and excellent 
rain crops may be seen throughout the Chak. The proprietors as a body in the Chak 
are certainly industrious; the tribal distinctions are very various, the "Guriyiw" 
estates call for more particular notice from the excellence of their cultivation.

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REMARKS BY ASSISTANT SETTLEMENT OFFICER. 

Co5^DlTlON. — This Chak is 18 miles long by 12 broad it contains 117 estates and 
Tepresetits nearly one fourth of the whole TahsH. It adjoins the Charkharri Mehal of 
Gujranwdla, to which in its general features there is much similarity ; the condition of 
estates is excellent and proprietors are in good circumstances. Villages to the north, 
where this chak adjoins TahsU Wazlrdbdd, are very good, such as Udhowali, Hammoke, 
Butala Jhanda Singh, and Kot Bhawani Das, the soil here is first class Dos^, irrigation 
well maintained ; the sugar-cane grown here is much esteemed, and all the best crops are 
seen in profusion. Villages towards the south, such as Budha Guraya, Thdbal, Nokhar, 
and Chahal though the quality of the soil is not quite so good still the sugar-cane, wheat 
and cotton in all of them is very superior. In some estates, such as PipnsUcha, Kot Qdzl, 
Chak Ugii and Qmla Didar Singh, there is much inferior Myr^ and Tibba soU, and 
superior crops are not so much grown ; however, these are exceptions to the general 
condition, found in every Chak. Villages in the western boundary, such as Jallan, 
Hardo Bhirri partake somewhat of the B4r features, the soil and produce however 
are good. The cultivation in this Chak is largely protected by well irrigation, 82 per cent, 
being irrigated; the wells are generally first class and with an average of 6 yokes, though 
in many estates the number is much higher ; water is found at an average depth of 
30 feet; this average is increased by the great difference in the depth of a small proportion 
of the wells in villages bordering on the Hdfiz4b&d Tahsll. There is a Nala which 
enters this Chak from the WazirdbAd Tahsll at Dhlndsa and fertilizes after favorable 
rains Nurpur, Chahal, Thabal and other villages. There are small patches of Chamb land 
in Pipnakha and Kot Bhawani Das. Buprah also gets water from the Chamb in 
Muraliwala (Charkarri Mehal) and all these villages grow a little rice; some villages also 
irrigate with ** Jhattahs" from large ponds. The extent of Bardni cultivation in this 
Chak is very important, and the rain-crops are most excellent. There is a most favorable 
increase in all produce of I and II class value, as much as 11 per cent ; this is due mainly 
to the demand for cotton of late years. 

Capabilities. — Cultivation has extended since last settlement, 9,493 acres being 
added; but of this, 903 is due to muifi lapses; this extension is also mainly in the irrigated 
area, still the cultivated area has not worked up to that existing at time of professional 
survey; there are 4,036 acres lately thrown out of cultivation, but the abandoned area is 
mainly in the Bardni lands, and the consequence of a want of rain last year (1866), and the 
advent of revised settlement. 37 per cent, of the area of the whole Chak is uncultivated, 
but only 16 per cent, of this is culturable, the remainder being barren waste, village 
Bites, roads &c. The prosperity of this Chak is assured by the great increase in the 
number of ploughs, which being 3,841 at last settlement are now 6,074 ; hereafter Sk 
considerable portion of the available culturable area will be worked up.

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REMARKS BY ASSISTANT SETTLEMEXT OFFICER. 

Condition. — This chak is 14 miles long by 6 broad, forming one-Oth of the whole 
tahsil, and contains 52 estates, of which 19 have been newly added at this Settlement. 
I'hose villages on the " Bar" side, such as Mari Bhindran, Hardo TJde and Panghala have 
superior soil, and the produce is excellent. All the be^t crops, Sugar-cane, cotton, and 
wheat are largely grown. VillTifjes in the centre and southern side of the Chak have 
mostly Myrah and Tibba soil, cultivation poor-and the best crops little raised. Irrigation 
in the Chak is from wells, but in some villages, such as Gkirhi Mustfa, Mari Khurd, the 
wells are old and water l»d. There are 27 new wells constructed since last settlement i^ 
work and in good order, water, which is at avera,ge depth of 45 feet, is plentiful. The 
wells have 8 yokes on the average ; good strong cattle ; buffaloes are much used in this 
Chak, being stronger and more enduring than other cattle, qualities which are required 
by the increased depth of wells in this tract. There is a small Nalah by Salehpur and 
Newlanwali coming from Kamoki, which does more harm than good, and I have seen 
much damage done by it, especially when a band which was thrown across it within the 
Kamoki limits to dam up the water burst and flooded the lands of neighbouring villages. 
In Malhi there is a small Chamb and rice is grown. In Eatala Kalan and Mtiri Bhindraa 
there is pond irrigation by baskets. 

Capabilities. — Cultivation has extended since last f^ettlement by 2,331 acres, of 
which 264 are due to mafi lapses. Of the assessed aiea ^th is under Barani cultivation, 
Excellentcrops of Moth and Mash are grown throghout the Chak. Of the whole area of 
the Chak 53 per cent is uncultivated, half of which is however fit for cultivation, and as 
proprietors are generally in easy circumstances a large extension of cultivation may be 
expected during the currency of revised settlement. There is an increase of .7 per cent 
in crops of 1 and II class value; chiefly due to the impetus given to cotton cultivation of 
late.

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REMARKS BY ASSISTANT SETTLEMENT OFFICER. 

Condition. — This Chak is 16 miles in length and 10 broad, being about one-6th of 
the whole Tahsil ; it contains 76 estates, of which 10 only are newly included at this Settle- 
ment, by adding 3 from Bar, 5 from Myrih, 2 from Charkharri mehal. The general cha- 
racter of estates is good, the best perhaps are Dogranwala, Chaek Chandri, Jagowala, 
8hamsa, Mangoki, Khan Musalman and Baddo Ratta, which all have fine rohi and dosa- 
lii soil ; the wheat crops are very superior and produce unusually heavy. Thattah, Man- 
uk, Argan, Mdttd and Tatle Hakimki may be taken as the poorest estates, but in them 
even improvement is manifest. In this chak there is good irrigation from wells, of 
which 54 have increased since last settlement; the water, though deep, at an average of 
66 feet, is sweet and plentiful; a well costs about 360 rupees, and they are worked by 9 
yokes, mostly bufEaloes, fine strong cattle worth about 80 rupees per pair. There is some 
excellent chamb land in Pham^ Suray, Dunni chack and Dogranwala, where munji is 
grown, in the low lands of Mangoki and Khan Musalman rice is produced in favorable 
rains. In Naushera and Baddo Ratta pond irrigation is much resorted to. Cultivation 
has greatly increased throughout the chak. Zabti crops have increased from 5 to 9 p. c. 
and cotton is extensively grown, indeed the increase of 21 p. c. in the per-centage of pro- 
duce of I and II classes only ( vide Produce Table ) speaks favorably for agricultural 
prosperity in this Chak. Of the present cultivation 11 p. c. is under Barani crops, which 
are very superior, especially gram; formerly rain crops were seldom grown, but the 
people now find them most profitable. There is a very remarkable improvement in the 
style of agriculture in these parts, the seed being all sown in drills though by a very rude 
process riz., a hollow bamboo behind the tongue of the plough into which the seed is 
poured; this way of sowing khown as " Nali Khera" may be seen in operation in Kunjal, 
Gannulla Randhfr, J&gowala, Kh&n Musalman, and surrounding villages. Proprietors 
are very industrious, land seldom or never changes hands, sales and transfers for 
balances are unknown. 

Capabilities. — There is an increase of 6,665 acres in the area assessed over that 
found at last settlement; the abandoned area is considerable, 2,912 acres, but in this chak 
much of the land lies fallow; some years half the area of a well is uncropped, and allow- 
ance must be made for this in fixing the new rates; there is however great room for ex- 
tension of cultivation, as half a lakh of acres is Banjar land; the depth of water from the 
surface and the expense of building wells and the very considerable outlay of capital 
required is a great drawback to agricultural progress in this chak.

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BEMAKKS BY ASSISTANT SETTLEMENT OFFICER. 

Condition. — This Chak is 30 miles long, and for the whole distance frohts the river 
Chenab ; the average breadth is about 4^ miles, and it represents nearly one-fourth of the 
entire area of Tahsil Wazirabad. The land in the Chak is mostly sallabl of an inferior 
quality. Eastward from the town of Wazirabad towards Sialkot for a length of about 
8 miles most of the beneficial influence of the river is lost by the presence of a high 
bank which runs along the river front and prevents the fertilizing overflow. Again, the 
main stream of the river is on the Gujrat side, and the alluvial deposits mostly go there, 
the bank on this side being composed chiefly of sand or very light soil; however, on such 
land in villages on the Sialkot border, viz, Sohdara, Talwara, Rana and Behram, much 
good wheat is grown. The Bela land in the neighbourhood of Wazirabad is very ex- 
tensive, affording abundant pasturage for large herds of cattle ; villages on the east of 
Grand Trunk Road in this Chak are much affected by the embankment of the road, 
which stops up the water and submerges much of the land in these estates, and many 
proprietors sustain heavy loss year after year. Estates round SAroke have much 
first class dosihi land, and the best crops are all grown in profusion. Going fuither east 
towards Ramnaggar we find in estates like Salhoke, {Bvrj Jiatta,) Thattah Beloch Sec, 
extensive Bela land, and much sand here also, where the banks of the river are lower 
villages are much subject to alluvion and diluvion and cultivation is precarious. In 
8ohdarah, Talwara, RAm Naggar and Kot Harra there is some Chamb land formed from 
water falling from the high land towards the river, and much rice is grown. Proprietors 
«re industrious, they are principally T4rars, Chatt^s, Bairopids and others of the Jat 
caste. 

Capabilitibs. — There are 62 estates in the Chak, 66 Khalsa and 6 Jagfr ; only one 
of these (Faquiranwali) has been added at this Settlement from Charkharri Mehal. 
The Chak is on the whole fertile ; there is a large increase of late years in the growth of 
best crops, principally noticeable in sugar-cane and cotton, the wheat crops also are 
most superior. Irrigation is as a rule independent of the river, and wells which are 
cheap and easy of construction are very numerous, many new wells have been built 
BUice last Settlement, and the total number of wells gives 1 to every 20 acres of the 
irrigated area, which as water is plentiful and very accessible the average depth of wells 
being 15 feet, shews no want of water power in this Chak. There is a satisfactory in- 
crease under the head of ploughs, and that under resources and produce generally is 
also good. The cattle employed as yokes in this Chak are generally good, especially 
cti the Hafizabad border.

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REMARKS BY ASSISTANT SETTLEMENT OFFICER. 

Condition. — This tract forms a continuation of the one of the same name in" Tahsil 
GujranwAla and also of that in Pergftnah Duskain Zillah Sialkot ; it is 18 miles long and 
10 broad, comprising 2-fif ths of the whole Tahsil. All the estates it now includes belonged 
to it at last Settlement except two, Chabba Chlmaand Kuhewala, which have been added 
from the Kallar tract as the estates seemed to partake more of the natural features of 
this tract. The best estates are on the Sialkot border; wells, ploughs, and cattle all 
very numerous : soil most excellent, and all the best crops grown in profusion. As we go 
towards the west and approach the Kallar and Myrah tracts bordering on the Bar 
country the quality of estates falls off, and many have much Myrah soil; still all the 1st 
class crops are grown and many have good " Chamb " land growing excellent rice. 
Among the staples of this Chak only must be mentioned " Mehndl " which though not 
extensively grown is found in several villages ; from it is produced a brilliant scarlet dye, 
particularly in request from these parts as superior to that grown elsewhere. Where 
found it yields a large profit to the cultivators, and being an everlasting shrub requiring 
little care or attention, it would doubtless be much more grown but for a superstition 
attaching to it, that whoever plants it will never have offspring. All the Chak except 
14 per cent is under crops of 1st or 2nd class values, and 86 per cent is under sugar-cane 
cotton or wheat ; the two former have doubled since last Settlement, a sufficient indica^ 
tion of the fertility of this tract. The statistics shew an increase of 1,900 ploughs and 
the cultivated area has extended some 9,000 acres, of which 2,000 are due to muafi lapses 
and to the land given up from the Wazirdbad cantonments, which has been brought 
under cultivation. Still with this large increase this Chak has only worked up to the 
cultivated area existing at the time of the Professional Survey, which was prior to the 
calamitous drought of 1853-56. Proprietors are industrious and the people generally are 
in good circumstances ; the wells are all in good order ; the Aik nalla fertilizes Jandiala 
and Benke Chlma. On the whole this tract is well provided with means and resources ; 
there are marked signs of prosperity, and improvement is everywhere apparent. The 
prevailing castes are chiefly Chimahs and Chattahs and miscellaneous Jatsf 

,,.^^/i®i^^^^--P^ *^*°*^ ^ ^«fy ^lly cultivated. Of the 114 estates 45 are fuUr 
cultivated, having no land left even for pasture, and the cattle are fed on turnips ctowu 
m with the wheat ; only 14 per cent of the uncultivated area is culturable and this will 
doubtless soon be broken up m the best estates ; wells are very numerous, in some to the 
extent of 1 to every 20 acres, admitting of all crops being irrigated, and not merely zabti- 
water is sweet and plentiful all the year ronnd, and the cost of a well does not average 
above Rs. 200 ; a considerable increase in the number of wells may hereafter be exDentSl 
but the water rate being assessed separately, as new wells are made, an addition for ' the' 
water will be made to the jama ; this consideration should not therefore obviate the 
granting of perminent settlement in estates where the culturable does not averaee o 
per cent of the total area ; the number of estates in this tract proposed for permanent 
settlement is 45. There is a large proportion of land, 38 per cent, under tenant occnnancv. 
I do not consider this exhibits an element of great weakness here as the propketois 
themselves almost all cultivate and the population is not really scanty.

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REMARKS BY ASSISTANT SETTLEMENT OFFICER. 

^ Condition. — This Chak is a continuation of the one of the same name in Tabsfl 
Gajr4nw41a, and though no such nice distinctions were made between Charkharri and 
Bangar at former settlement still the villages composing the Chak which come 
principally from the Charkharri Meh^, assimilated in features so markedly to the 
Oujr4nw41a Bangar, it was thought desirable to form them into a separate assessment 
circle. This tract is about 18 miles long by 2 broad, and represents |th of the whole 
Tahsll. Estates round Darveshke and Nut Butalah have excellent dosAhi soil, the cotton 
and sugar-cane in them is very superior. Villages between Dargahiwdla and H4rk4m 
on the Bar border have mostly " Myrah" soil, and the produce is only 2nd class. There 
is a large and good Chamb in Mauza Nid41ah, where and in Wazlrke excellent Munji is 
grown. On the borders of the n414 flowing by Darveshke and Kot Q4zi good rice is also 
raised. Bdr^ni crops, principally moth and mash, are grown in Nowewalah, Harkam and 
adjacent villages, but not elsewhere ; the proprietors in this Chak are generally indus- 
trious. 

Capabilities.— The Chak contains 31 estates, of which 22 are Khalsa and 9 jaghlr. 
The Chak is generally fertile, but some estates are injured by the effloresence of 
saltpetre ; the culturable area is not large, and no village has any great extent of banjar 
land ; the abandoned area also is small. The increase in produce of I and II class value 
is considerable, and mainly found in sugar-cane, cotton and wheat. The area in this 
Chak protected by irrigation is 85 per cent ; many new wells have been put in since last 
settlement. Water is at an average depth of 30 feet, and the well yokes usually are 
good strong cattle ; the average of ploughs is very good.

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REMARKS BY ASIilSTANT SETTLEMENT OFFICER. 

Condition. — This is a very small Chak, formed at this Settlement by 9 estates from 
the Charkharri Mehal and 2 from the Kallar tract. The quality of the soil here differing 
considerably from that of neighbouring tracts these estates could not appropriate!^ 
have been joined into any other Chak, and therefore it was necessary to form this as a 
distinct one. The soil is generally light and inferior to that of the adjoining Kallar 
tract, but not injured by saltpetre, which more than compensates for the inferiority ; the 
expenses of cultivation are also less than in real Kallar estates ; in some villages there is 
very fair Bar^ni land. In Rukanpur and Sherpur Munji is grown and watered by the 
drainage from Kallar tracts, but the water is brackish and injures other crops. There is 
a good Chamb in Mauzah Saharan, and excellent rice is grown. 

Capabilities. — Of the 11 estates composing the Chak 9 are Khalsa ancl 2 Jaghir. 
The irrigated area has extended and several new wells built ; the wells are good ; the 
increase in number of ploughs is good ; there is no noteworthy increase under the head of 
xesources except inigationy or there is much change in the different classes of produce. .

COKDITION. — This Chak is 12 miles long by 4 broad, and represents about l-6tli of 
the whole Tahsil. As its name denotes, the soil is much impregnated and deteriorated 
by saltpetre ; the soil is naturally good rohi and superior myrah, but the saltpetre makes 
it hard and unyielding, and greatly increases the expense of cultivation, and leaves a 
very small margin of profit to the cultivator; the produce is much affected by the saltpetre, 
Sugar-cane which may look very well is tainted in the sweetness of the cane by the 
saltpetre. Wheat is the principal produce, and is of very good quality. Indian corn> 
cotton and all other crops are grown in moderate quantities. The best estates are on 
the east side, Jhambwala, Jamke, Kot Bhaga have much superior rohi and dosahi soil 
without kallar and zabti crops are all grown in profusion. There is not much Chamb 
land, but in Bucha Chattah and Gajur gola, where the water stands in the kallar land, 
rice is grown ; there is scarcely any barani cultivation except in a few villages on the 
Hafizabad boundary. 

Capabilities. — This Chak contains 41 estates, of which 38 are Khalsa and 3 Jaghir. 
Irrigation, which is from wells, is extensively carried on; wells are numerous, with 7 yokes, 
very superior cattle, without water here, and if the land is not regularly watered there 
are either no crops or they soon dry up; irrigation has to be uninterruptedly maintained; 
this accounts for 84 per cent of the tract being irrigated, nearly f vds of the area of this 
tract is barren waste, and there is no great room for extension of cultivation ; the increase 
in the I and II classes of produce is good. The prevailing castes in the tract are 
Chattahs and Chimahs.

made. Ilie irrigated area has increased 5 p. c. and 86 fteW wells are at work, but ii 
T6ry large proixtrtion of the wells in the tract are poor, though water is neiir the surf acd 
and their construction cheap. The manured areH has increased from 2 to 3 p. c, this 
increase is very general throughout the Chak, lind not confined to ani^ particulJEtr loc» 
lity. The produce ti&ble shews no great increase in-imy class of produce, f his tract 
has not increased in resources of late years. There is a Iftrge increiwe in the ntimber ol 
ploughs. Proprietors cultivate themselves, popullfttion is sclint^ ftnd labotir scftrce. 

Capabilities. — 61 per cent of the whole area of the tr&ot is uncultivated: of this 
84 is culturable. Some increase in cultivation may be looked for hereafter. TherQ are 
no estates fit for Permanent Settlement.

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REMAEKS BY ASSISTANT SETTLEMENT OFFICER. 

CMTDItION. — This Chak is 40 miles lon^ by 10 broad, and represents l-5tli of tlie 
whole Tahsll. At last Settlement it contained 94 estates, it now contains 108. It is the 
lb«8t tract of country in the Hafizabad Tahsll. Much good Rohi and Dasohi soil, first 
class produce, sngar cane and cotton grown ; the difference in the area recorded as waste 
in the former and present Settlement arises from the fact that the large uncultivated 
tracts were not measured at last Settlement but all put down as waste, the difference 
is now made up under the heads of " cnlturable " abandoned or cultivated. The large 
abandoned area is owing to the recent drought prevailing in these parts, the manured 
area has increased from 3 to 4 p. c. The irrigated area has extended from 71 to 76 p. c, 
there are 123 new wells, all in first rate order. Water at a fair average depth is sweet, 
and in favorable seasons plentiful all the year round. Yokes numerous and first class 
cattle. There are a few Chambs in the Chak, one of which enters at Marh Bashi and 
fertilizes Kolii T4rar, and Chak Bhatti. Water from these israisedjby Jhallars. Estates 
arp chiefly in the hands of proprietors ; not much tenant cultivation, indeed labor is 
rather scarce in the C^hak. The increase from 8 to 10 per cent in first class produce is 
due to Rucrar cane and cotton, the increa^^e of 8 p. c. in 2nd class produce is under the 
heads of rice, grain, and maize; the decrease in 3rd and 4th cla«?s produce arises from 
the failure of rain crops owing to the drought; the increape of 1,100 ploughs is proof of 
the substantial improvement and extension of cultivation in the Chak generally. 

Cap ABILITIES. — The present abandoned area will again be brought under cultiva- 
tion this year, as the Spring rains have been favorable for sowing the autumn crop, 64 
p. c. of the whole area of the Chak is uncultivated, of whi^h 43 p. c. is culturable, from 
which in round numbers it would appear that nearly half of the entire area of the Chak 
may yet be brouGTht under the plough, as wells only require to be built to insure great 
expansion of cultivation; a lar2;e increase of revenue may be looked for in years to come 
from this tract. There are no estates fit for permanent settlement.

COVDtnOK. — ^All that hiis been written of the condition and capabilities of (be 
f Bar** chak applies more or less to this cbak also. There are 101 estates in the chak, 
of which 44 are jag^, most of them belonging to Raja Harbans Singh. The boU oif 
this part of the conntrjr is yeiy good, the want of water is the main drawback to calti' 
ration, bnt as in the Bir the people make np for it hy grazing large herds of cattle in alt 
the fine cnltorable Banjar around their Tillages. The assessed area has increased 7,012^ 
acres over that existing at last settlement, though only 6,677 over that f oand at time of 
professional survey; about 1,000 acres of this is due to muafl lapses, half of the increase 
also is in the irrigated area, it being protected by the construction of 69 new wells since 
last settlement. The abandoned area has always been high, considerable drought in the 
last few years has not tended to decrease it. The increase of 18 per cent under the 
heads of I and II class produce is favorable. 

Capabilitibs. — At last settlement only the cultivation was measored and all the re- 
maining land returned as " waste." In the survey now made 98,d93 acres of the 
Banjar are found to be very superior land, quite capable of cultivation. The amount of 
land under baranl cultivation ib too large to be satisfactory, as the fall of rain in these 
pftrts 18 scanty and the put-torn of barani crops always precarious.

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BEMARKS BY ASSISTANT SETTLEMENT OFFICER. 

CONBITION.— This Chak contains 160 estates with an area of 4 lacs of acres, and 
forms nearly half the entire 6ub-divi«ion of Tahsil Hafizabftd. On its southern boundary 
it joins the Bar of the J hang and Montgomery districts; its natural appearance is mosi 
desolate and unlovely, a dry unbroken plain, scantily inhabited and devoid even of those 
charms of luxuriant vegetation of forest, grass or brushwood which usually characterise 
the appearance of other jungle tracts in India. The only trees to be seen are small and 
Ktunted, and c»f the commonest kind, only fit for fuel, scattered here ^nd there, not even 
found in sufficient number to afford grateful shftde to the weary travellers along the pwched 
and sandy roads. The grass, on which extensive herds of cattle graze, is of a very coarse 
description, locally known as" Panni" but still much esteemed by graziers. The soil 
of this Chak is certainly rich, but the difficulty of irrigation owing to the great distance 
of water from the surface is the main obstacle to cultivation. Even when a well has been 
fjunk, which only a rich man can afford to do as the average cost is over Rs. 600, none but 
first class cattle and double yokes of them driven four abreast or in team are of any use 
to raise the water to the surface; the wear and tear of well gear is also very considerable, 
so the cost of maintenance of a well is a very heavy addition to the original outlay. In 
the uncultivated lands and and rakhs which are used for grazing, there are many katcha 
wells and pools in which rain water is carefully preserved for many months, ^nd -^hence 
the cattle are watered nearly all the year round, except for 2 or 3 months preceding the 
regular rains, when the want of water is sorely felt both by people and cattle, ^he ex^ 
ccssive heat and glare of this tract renders the climate exceedingly trying to any but the 
actual aborij^^ines, and Government servants and others who are compelled to reside here 
Fuffer much from blindness and severe cutaneous disorders. The inhabitfints are princi- 
pally Kharrils and Bhattis. tall, thick-set, handsome wild-looking inen, of restless lives, 
continuuUy roaming about the country in charge of their own cattle and not seldom in 
unlawful charge of those of other people. 

Capabilities. — Cultivaticn in this Chak is very backward; only 6,403 acres bare 
been added during the last 12 years; this is accounted for to some extent by the difficul- 
ties and expense of irrigation, and without wp.ter, good though the soil is, nothing can 
be done; the rains here are very light, and though 11,912 acres of the cultivated area ig 
under rain crops, the out-turn is scianty and very precarious. The difficulty of cultiva-. 
tion is not the only or the main reason that so little new land is brought into cultivation 
in this Ch^k. The boundaries of villages originally were curiously enoagh left to be 
defined by the people themselves, and few or no questions asked nor any regard paid to 
the ability of the pppulation of a village to arrange for the cultivation of even a fair 
proportion of the land which they included within the village lipiits; the result is that 
the area of all estates is very large, in some so large that there is no reasonable hope 
of even a f^ir amount of it being brought und^r cultivation by existing proprietors, nor 
even if able do they care to do so, the land affords excellent pasture for cattle, the tend- 
ing which is much more to to the general taste of the population, for the lacteous pro*- 
duce from milch cattle is most valuable, and the ghl from the bar forms a most lucrative 
and extensive article of export; agriculture is therefore depressed, and the piinds of the 
people diverted from the laborious occupation of tilling the soil, to which the bulk of 
them are naturally little disposed to an employment which yields the very maximum of 

Jffofit at a minimum outlay of money ?ind physical exertion. There is much abandoned 
and, but this is solely due to the fluctuation in the bardni cultivation, consequent on 
the want of rain for many years past," the fall however during the present year, 1867, has 
been much more favorable, and a fair proportion of the abandoned arep, is again under 
cultivation, 144 new wells have been sunk and are in working order, but for nearly all 
these pattahs have been granted by the District Officer under Financial Circular No. 
C8 dated 16th April 1861. When the cost of sinking wells in this tract, which has been 
stated before to be about Rs. 600 each, to which must be added the value of the nume- 
rous yokes and gear necessary foe working them, the increase to the number of wells 
represents a very large amount of capital sunk in inigation in this tract during the last 
|ew years. The percentage of total area irrigated is only 62 as against 70 at last Settle- 
ment, but then the total assessed area has proportionably increased, which despite the 
large number of new wells at work brings down the percentage. The increase under 
heads I, II and III class produce is very favorable, and the percentage of zabti crops has 
increased from 4 to 6 per cent, which is principally due to the extended cultiva* 
tion of sugar-cane. There are stated to be 2,289 additional ploughs at work: the increase 
is most considerable and the number given is probably under-estimated. The figured 
estimate of cattle does not include the vast herds that simply graze in the Chak, bat 
merely the ordinary village plough and well cattle; it will be in vain to hope to give 
;ii4)ihing like ^ ccirjcct i-yprozmMcn vi the AUiiber of cattle which graze in the bar 
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%n they are continually moving about from this district into others and then hack again. 
While there is ample testimony in the ruined villag* sites and broken wells to prove that 
agriculture in this Chak was formerly much more closely followed than it now is, it is 
probable that the population was also much denser than at present, for the able-bodied 
community here is small, and labor owing to the vagabond habits of the people is scarce; 
hoWever when all its backwardness of cultivation has been considered there is nothing 
in the nature of the soil or the general situation to belie the hope that with a moderate 
assessment and still more with a canal or reasonably easy and cheap means of irrigation 
this Chak may not hereafter rival the average fertility of the most favored tract in 
*ny district of the Panjab,

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proper, that is, the tax paid for grazing cattle in the QoTemment grass preserres, need 
ttot be diacnsaed here, as the area shewn as cultorable in this chak does not indnde that 
•f the rakhs, with the assessment of which we haye nothing to do. It is evident in a tract 
•like this, where cnltiyation is difficult and expensive, and still more where the people are 
given np to an occupation which draws from Ihe land in its natural and unimproved 
itate a return as large and as almost equally certain as could be obtained from agricul- 
'ture under the most favorable circumstances, and in the profit of which Gtoveniment, 
although the ground landlord, enjoys no share at all ; under these circumstances it is 
necessary to devise some scheme of assessment which, while offering ample encourage- 
ment to the tilling of the soil, shall secure that return from the soil, whether improved 
*by the people or not, which in view of the amount of land in their possession and the 
time they have held it, (Government have now an undoubted right to demand, and a 
scheme withal by which the increase in the €k>vemment demand shall touch the pockets 
cf all, and the wealthy cattle grader shall share more equally than he has ever done be- 
tf ore the burden of taxation wnh the industrious cultivator, who of the two is much 
rather deserving of consideration. If it was possible by the enumeration of the cattle 
to gauge the wealth of pastoral proprietors, an appropriate measure of taxation for them 
might be easUy determined, but as this is impossible the only expedient left seems to be 
to tax that land on which in its unimproved condition we know ^e cattle to be support- 
•ed; and here I would state that from observation and enquiry it is I believe quite certain 
that in villages where hitherto the jama has been assessed on the cultivation only, and is 
paid nominally by the cultivating families, in reality the whole community do subscribe, 
but they think it prudent that the cultivators only should pay ostensibly in order that 
the resources of the village may seem to be comprised in a few weUs or cultivated fields 
and the far more valuable profits drawn from the uncultivated grazing lands may it 
possible be overlooked. I trust therefore it will never be credited as a reason for light 
assessment or remission in future of the (Government demand that the whole burden of 
it falls alone on the cultivating community. Another point especially deserving of 
. attention in the assessment of a tract like this is that, with wells the average depth of 
which is over 70 feet, and yet where water is the very backbone of cultivation and agri- 
cultural prosperity, it wUl be necessary to offer every inducement to the people to add to 
vtheir resources in the way of irrigation and protect the country against those calamities 
of drought to which this part is so spe(»ally liable. To this end I am strongly of opinion 
that any sound measure of assessment for the future, at any rate till the percentage of 
area irrigated is far larger than at present, must be based, even at a sacrifice of revenue^ 
on calculations utterly apart from the value of land as irrigated. Tax the whole as un* 
irrigated and you assure to every man that will build a well that the profits of its con- 
'- struction shall be all his own, you offer a premium to that extension of irrigation works 
'Which alone can shield a dry and thirsty tract from the want of natural supplies, and 
* more than all you make it quite certain that in good and bad years alike there should 
be no failure in the realization of the jCGovernment demand. Bfr. Morris* rates for the 
,'GhiUL were as follows: ch&hi, 1 Re. ; bardni, 4 ans ; abandoned, 2 ans. The bartoi rate is, 
as readily allowed, in comparison with the rates of neighbouring chaks and also the 
rate in villages of adjoining districts, exceedingly Ught. What I would now propose is 
that the water rate, which in any case could not be fixed higher than Bs. 10 per weU, and 
would then only yield Us. 6,770, be entirely remitted. I would fix a barini rate of f 
annas per acre on the cultivation, and 3 ans. on the abandoned, the two together will 
give Bs. 26,126 for the revised jama as against Rs. 24,636 the present jama. Further, 
over and above the assessment on the cultivation I propose, after deducting from the 
culturable ban jar lands of each village, 3 acres for every acre cultivated with irrigation^ 
which is leaving an ample and libertd margin for the forage of usual well and plough 
cattle ; to assess the remainder of the banjar as a separate chak in each estate at the 
rate of 1^ anas per acre. I have arrived at this rate after careful enquiry among the peo- 
ple themselves, and it must appear absurdly light if compared with the rates per acre 
obtained at the annual leases of the Government grass preserves, which average from 3 
to 6 anas per acre, although as has been noticed in the discussion of the timi question 
. I think that when the leases average much higher than 3 anas per acre it is not credible 
that the income from grazing fees is the only form in which contractors expect to make 
a profit of the speculation, at any rate 1^ anas on land fully equal to that of the best 
grazing rakhs is a veiy light rate, and after deducting 3 acres as before proposed there 
remains 1,72,926 acres liable to assessment, which will yield Rs. 16,212 to be added to 
Bs. 20,212, giving together Rs. 36,424 as the jama of the chak; — an increase in my opinion 
quite sufficient, and which falling I trust lightly on the cultivation will yet insure to 
Government something like a more just return than at present from the large area of 
excellent land in this chak.

3. The style of report adopted by Captain Nisbet is a new one. 
Style adopted not ap- He has endeavoured to embody the whole of the 

proved of by Financial information usually contained in a settlement 
Commissioner. report into a series of 17 maps, each map being 

accompanied by explanatory notes. 

This plan of report is not, in the Financial Commissioner's opinion, 
a good one ; for, although it has the appearance of simplicity, prac- 
tically a report rendered in this way is difficult to follow, and is not 
calculated to interest the general public. 

4. The first subject treated of is the distribution of agricultural 

tribes. The principal tribes are said to have been 

cuul^*^ toi^s. ""^ *^" ^f ^^JP^^ ^"g^^' ^^^^ ^ ¥ sub-divisions of tribes 

settled in the neighbouring districts of Lahore, 
Sidlkot and Amritsar. The tribes are very numerous.

mSS^X*a map™* tiie Sikhs and subsequently under the British. 

The history of the district under the Muhamma- 
dans is said to be mythical; and Captain Nisbet considers that Mr. 
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Lepel Griffin's HistoTv of the Punjab Chiefs contains a sufficient account 
«f the district under the Sikhs. 

6. The next map gives the rent-free aspect of the district. Only 

6,605 acres, representing a jama of Rs. 4,939, are 
th^d^stri^. "^""^ ""^ alienated in perpetuity; 29,511 acres, with a jama 

of Rs. 27,889, are alienated for various periods. 
Captain Nisbet considers that too many grants have been made in 
support of Hindu and Muhammadan shrines, which are the resort of 
vagrants and bad characters. The people of the district do not feel 
interested in the preservation of many of these shrines, which would 
soon disappear if not supported by Government. Captain Nisbet '^states 
that, under the orders conveyed in Financial Commissioner's No. 745, 
•of 14th February 1867, ne has converted all payments in kind to 
jagirddrs into payments in cash wherever the zemindars wished it, and 
gives a table, to shew the loss this has caused to jagirdars. The orders 
of the Financial Commissioner were based on your No. 54, of 28tli 
January 1867, forwarding an extract from the Government of India's 
No. 11, dated 9th January 1867. 

The number of inams granted under the Sikhs was large, and these 
inams were continued at the first settlement for the period of settlement. 
Inams are most numerous in the Hafizabad Tahsil. Under the orders 
contained in the Financial Commissioner's No. 5436, of the 5tb 
November 1867, these indms have been reduced by one-half, and con- 
tinued only for the period of settlement. 

7. The fourth map shows the physical features and geography of

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8. Map No. 7 is a most important one from a settlement point of

The total value of the gross produce of the district is brought out 
by this table as Rs. 34,0ff,770, and the Government share, or one-sixth, 
is shown to equal Rs. 5,67,795. No comparison has, however, been 
made in this statement between the prices at the fonner settlement and 
those assumed at the revised settlement. Mr. Egerton believes that 
there has been considerable rise. 

9. The produce estimate shows the yield of each crop in the unirri- 
gated aspect only, and this course appears to have been pursued in accor- 
dance with instructiohs received from the Settlement Commissioner. 

As the produce estimates contain a return of only that portion of the 
yield of each crop which is due to the land watered only by rain-fall, 
and as statistics of the yield of crops produced on irrigated land cannot 
be supplied owing to the absence of any statement showing the irrigated 
area under each crop, distinct from the unirrigated area,, the statements 
prepared give no correct idea of the actual yield of the cultivated area of 
the district, and are, in the Financial Commissioner's opinion, of no use 
in determining the Government demand.

The Financial Commissioner has compared the former and present 
irrigated and cultivated areas as given in Statement No. V. The irri- 
gated area at the former settlement was 3,34,495 acres, and has now in- 
creased to 4,20,945 acres. The total increase in the irrigated area is 
thus 86,450 acres, or 20*53 per cent. The cultivated and abandoned 
area was 4,84,687 acres, and is now 5,73,388 acres. This shows an in- 
crease of 88,696 acres, or 15*47 per cent.

As directed in your No. 576, dated 27th August 1870, the Financial 
Commissioner has by the same method that he has applied to all the re- 
vised settlements which have come under his review, in which the new 
system of well assessments has been introduced, ascertained, that had the 
old rates on the well irrigated area been applied to the new well irrigated 
area in GujrAnwdla, the revenue derived by Government from lands ir- 
rigated by wells would have been Rs. 1,67,335, or 21 per cent higher. 
This result is far from satisfactory, but the Financial Commissioner has 
pointed out in his No. 72S., of the 17th of August 1871, in which he has 
expressed his views on the new system of well assessments, the method 
by which he considers that the loss of Government occasioned by the new 
well assessments may be retrieved. 

15. Out of 7^ lacs of acres of land recorded at the former settle- 
Area of waste lands i^cnt as waste, it has now been ascertained that 4J 

recorded at former and lacs are culturable. Of the whole arable area of the 
revised settlements. g^r, which amounts to 3,80,410 acres, only 12 per 

cent is under the plough, and of this only 1^ per cent has been added 
since last settlement. 88 per cent is thus left uncultivated. This area 
has been assessed at 9 pie per acre, which will rise progressively to 1 ana 
6 pie. The arrangements made at the revised settlement under the pro- 
visions of Section 8; Regulation VII of 1822, and Circular of the Board 
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of Administration XII of 1852, for the assessment of these arable gram 
tracts in the Bar, are thus described by Captain Nisbet : — 

" The position of each of these Bar villacres with reference to popu- 
lation and number of cattle has been carefully examined. Where the 
culturable area is very extensive, the population strong, the cattle nume- 
rous, the " tirni" has been remitted, and, after allowing a most liberal 
margin of from treble to six-fold the cultivated area, according to the 
size of the village, for the grazing of well and plough cattle, the remain- 
ing arable land has been assessed. It was neceseary to fix such a mo- 
derate rate, that in good and bad years alike, whether gras& crops wer© 
scanty or abundant, and whether, as it has never done yet, murrain broke 
out and carried oflF half the cattle, there should be no diflSculty in realize 
ing this addition to the regular jama/^ 

16. Captain Nisbet states that this assessment of grazing lands has 
AsseBsment of grazing been in no case enforced, unless the whole ass<?ts 

lands and resources of the estate warranted it. The as- 

sessment is perfectly distinct from the regular assessment on the cultiva- 
ted area, and can be reduced or remitted without any general reducti©n 
or revision of assessment being necessary. Captain Nisbet cannot, from 
his knowledge of the district, imagine any contingency in which it wifl 
be necessary for Government to abandon this valuable source of revenue^ 
which, far from being a burden to those charged with it, will induce m 
them habits of industry and economy, which the enjoyment of advanta- 
ges costing nothing does not produce. Where there was much improve- 
ment in cultivation calling for an enhancement of the assessment on cul- 
tivated lands, the levy of a rate on pasture lands or chaks has been defer- 
red for three or four yeai's. 

17. In the Financial Commissioner's opinion the rate applied to

The total increase is thus Es. 28,496, or 5^ per cent, including Rs- 
11,475 assessed on banjar lands, intial, and Rs. 80,507, or 15 and 1-fifth 
per cent, including Rs. 23,234 assessed on banjar lands progressive. 
The progressive jama will not be taken generally for ten years. The 
announcement of the new jamas was received everywhere with the 
greatest satisfaction, writes Captain Nisbet, and this to the Financial 
Commissioner is not surprising, as the jamas are certainly very low. 
The increase in the jama is only 5 per cent. 

The increase in irrigation is 20 per cent, and the increase in culti- 
vation 15 per cent. 

Furthermore, on the well assessments there has been shewn in para 
14 to be a loss of Rs. 1,67,335, or 21 per cent. 

Cesses amount to from Rs. 14-12-0 per cent to Rs. 25-4-0 per cent. 
Map No. 12 shows the division of the district into fiscal, chaudris' and 
patwaris' circles. 

20. Map No. 13 shows the location of police ; map No. 14 shows 
Location of police, roads, lines of traffic, principal imports and exports, 

roads, lines of traffic, &c. encamping-grounds, rest-houses and ferries ; map 
No. 15 shows the location of schools ; and map No. 16 the locality of 
rakhs and Government grass preserves. 

21. The rakhs are 51 in number, and contain an area of 1,48,474 
Situation of rakhs acres. They are mainly situated in the south-west 

portion of tne Hdfizabad Tahsfl conterminous with 
the Jhang district. The income realised by the sale of the lease of rakhs 
for grazing was Rs. 40,737 in 1867, which is equivalent to 4 anas 5 
pie per acre. Since then some rakhs have been made over to the Forest 
Department, so that the income in 1869-70 fell to Rs. 17,366. During 
this year (1870) all the rakhs have been made over to the Forest 
Department. The income realised by the sale of grazing leases in 1867 
shews, in the Financial Commissioner's opinion, that the assessment 
imposed upon grazing lands is, as he has already said, too low. The 
sale of rakhs for grazing purposes brought in 4 annas 5 pie per acre, 
and the assessment imposed upon village grazing lands is only 1 ana^ 
9 pie.

The assessments, however, do not to the Financial. Commissioner 
appear to have been made after proper consideration of the improvement 
which had taken place in the district. 

The increase of cultivation is 15 per cent, the increase of irrigation 
is 20 per cent, the value of produce is much enhanced, and yet the 
revenue has only been raised 5^ per cent initially and 15 and 1-fifth per 
cent progressively. It must also be recollected that in the increased revenue 
a new item of revenue assessed upon pasture chaks, and amounting to 
Rs. 11,475 at present, and which will after ten years amount to Es. 
33,234, has been included. 

Captain Nisbet's report, though in its form it is somewhat incon- 
venient, shews that much care and trouble have been spent upon it 
The Financial Commissioner believes that the same care and attention 
have been bestowed upon the settlement records which Captain Nisbet 
has prepared. But in regard to the assessments Mx. Egerton is not able 
to express the same commendation. 

26. At page 53 of his report Captain Nisbet himself writes; 
Assessment consider- " There is no doubt whatever that the assessment

without any review by the Settlement Commissioner. Had it reached 
the Financial Commissioner by an earlier date, there would have been 
less difficulty in dealing with what seems to Mr. Egerton a case of in- 
adequate assessment. There seem to be two ways of meeting the case — 
viz.f either to refuse sanction to the assessments and to revise them at 
once, or to take the sum fixed to be taken after ten years at once, and 
to sanction the settlement for a term of ten years. The district is one 
which will rapidly improve, if we may judge from the results which 
occurred during the currency of the first settlement. The records have 
been made with much care, and a revision of assessment is all that will 
probably be necessary.

Sir, 

I am desired to acknowledge the receipt of your No. 867, dated 
13th October last, forwarding the Settlement Report of the Gujranwila 
district, and to convey the following observations. 

2. The Lieutenant-Governor notices with great regret the long 
delay which the Settlement Commissioner allowed to occur in submitting 
this report, a delay which has been unjust to Captain Nisbet, the Settle- 
ment Officer, whose work was performed with unusual promptitude, and 
which is not excused by any exhaustive review of the Settlement Com- 
missioner himself, who has, under the direction of Government, for- 
warded it to the Financial Commissioner without observation of his own 
in order to obviate further delay. 

3. The Lieutenant-Governor does not consider the form of this 
report a goqd one, though he is doubtful whetlier a settlement report in 
any shape is calculated to interest the general public. 

4. It is a matter of congratulation that the amount of land in the 
.Gujranwala district alienated in perpetuity is as small as it is here stated. 

5. His Honor is doubtful as to the fact of the want of interest of 
the people in the preservation of many of their shrines, and he is disposed 
to think that in most cases the resumption of the grant for their main- 
tenance would cause considerable dissatisfaction. 

6. The indms of the Hafizabad tahsil which have been reduced 
and continued for the period of settlement should come under review. 

7. The Lieutenant-Governor believes the difference between the 
prices of produce at the former settlement and those assumed at the 
revised settlement might be determined with some degree of accuracy. 

8. The produce estimate having been calculated (under orders 
of the Settlement Commissioner) on the yield of land in its unirrigated 
aspect only, cannot be accepted as of much value in determining the 
Government demand. The population, however, of the district is small 
when compared with other highly-cultivated districts of the Punjab, 
and the large number of tenants-at-will holding very small patches of 
land seems to show that the state of the district is very backward. 
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This view IS confirmed by observing the very large area of land it 
for cultivation of which no use whatever is made and the large quantity 
of land which has recently been abandoned. The increase in the 
amount of the irrigated area shows considerable progress as compared 
with last settlement^ and there has been a fair inci^ase generally in the 
cultivated area. 

9. The views of the Lieutenant-Governor on the question of the 
new system of well assessment will be conveyed to the Financial Com- 
missioner separately. The results of the settlement the Lieutenant- 
Grovornor cannot consider satisfactory, or as having secured to the Go- 
vernment that increase of revenue which it might equitably have expected 
to obtain^ though he has no doubt that the assessments when announeed 
were received by the people with the utmost satisfaction. The satisfac- 
tion of the Government and of the people is determined in the matter rf 
assessment by different considerations. He believes with the Financial 
Commissioner that the increase of revenue is small compared with the 
large increase in irrigated and cultivated area. 

10. The cost of the settlement has been reasonable, and the 
Lieutenant-Governor would acknowledge the assistance rendered by 
Extra Assistant Commissioner Gopal Dass and the active co-operation 
of the Deputy Commissioner, Major Babbage. The recommendations, 
finally, of the Financial Commissioner are approved, viz., that the settle- 
ment be sanctioned for a term of ten years, and that the assessments 
proposed to be taken after the lapse of ten years be taken at once, though 
I am to enquire from what actual date the Financial Conmiissionei 
would propose that the full assessment should be levied.
